On  Examining  the  Consultation  of  this  Place  for  the  Month  of  January 
1758,  which  were  brought  hither  by  M>.  Ardley,  it  appears  that  Mr.  Alexander 
Gray  paid  into  Cash  here  the  sum  of  $  260-80  being  the  Ballance  he  stood 
indebted  to  the  Estate  of  Mr.  John  Gray  deceased,  and  on  recourse  to  the 
Letters  which  are  now  likewise  on  the  Spot,  we  find  that  in  an  address  to  you 
cf  the  23d.  of  January  in  the  same  Year,  we  advised  you  of  having  wrote  off 
that  sum  to  Acco*.  Current  Fort  S*.  George  referring  Captn.  Forrest  to  whom 
Letters  of  administration  has  been  granted  out  of  the  Mayors  Court  at  Mad- 
rass  to  your  Honour  &ca.  Council  for  Payment  thereof;  Both  the  Extracts  for 
your  better  information  are  hereunto  annexed.  Captain  Forrest  being  at 
present  here  has  made  application  to  Us  for  said  $  260-80  whose  Tittle  thereto 
being  just,  as  well  as  legal,  we  could  not  hesitate  to  pay  him,  were  we  assured 
that  our  Eef  erence  to  you  on  that  Matter  had  not  been  complied  with  we  there- 
fore desire  you  will  please  to  order  the  same  to  be  reexamined  &  adjusted,  and

Your  Honor  &ca.  Favour  of  the  24th.  Ultimo  arrived  with  me  the  10th. 
Instant.  The  Merchants  have  at  length  agreed  to  furnish  Cloths  of  the  same 
quality  and  for  the  same  Prices,  as  mention'd  therein,  without  any  Considera- 
tion for  Cooley  hire. 

I  beg  leave  to  assure  your  Honor  &ca.  that  I  have  no  Intention  to  receive 
any  Cloths  at  this  Place  that  can  so  conveniently  or  cheaply  be  carried  to 
Bandarmalanka  Factory,  for  it  is  not  only  far  more  troublesome  for  the 
Upparra  Merchants  to  carry  their  Cloth  there  on  account  of  the  many  Rivers 
they  have  to  pass,  but  more  expensive,  the  Cooley  amounting  to  Ten  Annas 
a  Corge  more  and  the  taking  their  Assistance  away  from  this  Settlement  must 
necessarily  render  its  Investment  deficient,  as  the  Boney  Country  produces 
neither  Fine  nor  Midling  Cloths  and  the  Tooney  not  sufficient  of  those  kinds  to 
proportion  the  Ordinary  which  can  be  collected  out  of  both  of  them,  conse- 
quently my  chief  Dependance  for  the  Fine  &  Midling  Cloths  must  be  on 
TTppairra  which  Circumstances  I  hope  will  induce  your  Honour  &ca.  to  permit 
those  Merchants  to  continue  to  do  Business  for  this  Places  as  usual,  in  which 
case  I  am  promised  fourteen  Hundred  Bales  in  the  year,  but  otherwise  I  cannot 
answer  for  the  Quantity  or  Quality  of  my  Provision,  though  your  Honor  &ca. 
may  depend  on  my  exerting  myself  to  the  utmost  in  executing  such  orders  as 
you  may  think  proper  to  send  me.

Mr.  Thomas  Heath  was  pleased  to  acquaint  us  that  after  we  had  delivered 
the  Goods  for  the  Money  which  was  already  advanced  to  us  we  should  deliver 
the  rest  of  the  Goods  at  Bandarmalanka  &  added  that  he  received  orders 
upon  this  subject,  we  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Honour  that  for  many  years  we 
always  delivered  our  Calicoes  at  Vizagapatam  and  not  in  any  other  Ports. 
As  there  are  5,  or  6,  Rivers  between  Bandarmalanka  and  Uppara  and  as  it  will 
cost  great  pains  &  Expence  we  cannot  undertake  to  Deliver  the  Goods  at  Ban- 
darmalanka and  hope  therefore  that  the  Company  will  be  so  favourable  as  to 
order  the  Goods  to  be  received  at  Vizagapatam  according  to  the  usual  Custom, 
if  you  grant  this  request,  we  shall  deliver  the  Goods  at  such  Prices  as  are 
given  at  Bandarmalanka  please  to  take  the  foregoing  into  your  consideration 
and  send  your  orders  that  the  Goods  may  be  delivered  at  Vizagapatam.

August  and  the 
Latter  sail'd  from  Spithead  with  the  Ships  for  this  Presidency  the  9th.  May 
and  parted  with  them  in  the  Lattiude  of  5°.  N°.  to  the  Westward  of  the 
Cape,  we  hope  however  they  are  by  this  time  safely  imported  as  well  as  the 
Earl  of  Ashburnham  which  the  Clive  left  at  Dela  Goa  the  13th.  of  September. 

The  Brittannia  Snow  arrived  here  the  30th.  Ult°.  &  your  Honour  &ca. 
may  rely  on  your  calling  upon  the  Commander  in  regard  to  the  extraordinary 
Behaviour  you  complain  of,  and  should  therefore  be  glad  your  Honour  &ca. 
would  transmit  us  copies  of  the  Orders  you  gave  him  and  advise  us  when  he 
left  Allemparva.

Honble  Sm  &  Sirs 

I  have  been  duely  honored  with  your  Commands  of  the  5th.  Instant  which 
came  to  hand  as  I  was  on  my  return  from  Bandarmalanka  where  I  had  been 
for  a  few  days  to  discourse  with  the  Merchants  make  my  Observations  on  the 
Investment  providing  there  and  the  state  and  condition  of  that  Settlement 
what  occurred  on  this  Visit  worthy  your  Notice  I  shall  first  take  the  Liberty  of 
communicating  &  then  reply  to  your  said  Commands. 

On  my  Arrival  at  Bandarmalanka  my  attention  was  first  engaged  in 
examining  the  Different  Sortments  of  Cloth  brought  in  there  which  I  have  the 
Pleasure  to  acquaint  you  I  found  to  be  of  a  very  substantial  good  Fabrick  and 
as  the  Number  of  Pun] urns  each  sortment  is  by  contract  to  consist  of  is  distin- 
guished by  as  many  red  stripes  wove  into  the  Cloth  at  the  extreme  end  of  it, 
there  can  be  no  imposition  in  this  Respect  but  what  may  with  very  little  atten- 
tion be  detected,  which  before  this  Practice  was  introduced  could  not  be  so 
readily  done.  I  find  however  that  notwithstanding  this  Precaution  and  the 
great  Difference  made  in  the  Prices  of  the  sevral  sortments  of  Cloth  between 
N°.  1  and  2  in  order  to  promote  the  improvement  of  the  Manufacture  that  the 
Merchants  bring  in  chiefly  the  two  lowest  numbers  of  the  fine  and  ordinary 
Long  Cloths,  but  of  the  midling  in  Proportions  nearly  equal  exceeding  if  any 
thing  in  the  quantity  of  Number  one,  whereby  it  should  seem,  that  although 
there  is  a  great  Deduction  in  the  Price  of  N°.  1  and  2  of  the  fine  Cloth,  yet  as 
there  is  likewise  a  Difference  of  three  and  a  half  Puniams  in  the  Manufacture 
the  Merchant  finds  his  advantage  in  bringing  in  ths  second  Number,   this 
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observation  holds  good  likewise  though  not  in  the  same  Degree,  with  respect 
to  the  Ordinary  Cloth,  I  therefore  would  with  submission  propose  that  in  all 
future  Contracts,  the  Difference  should  ony  be  in  the  Prices  of  the  several 
numbers  of  each  assortment  of  Cloth  and  not  in  the  Pun j  urns  but  that  all  which 
was  brought  in  of  each  sort  should  be  of  one  established  Pun  j  urn  that  is  to  say 
all  the  hne  Cloth  to  be  of  24  Punjums  all  the  midling  18  Punjums  and  all  the 
Ordinary  16  Punjums  which  should  be  sorted  to  different  numbers  and  accounted 
for  with  the  Merchant  accordingly  at  certain  stipulated  prices  for  each  number 
this  woud  in  my  opinion,  be  the  most  effectual  method  for  establishing  the 
Cloth  manufactury  on  the  best  footing  as  it  would  then  be  the  Merchants 
Interest  to  bring  in  all  his  Cloth  to  sort  to  N°.  1.  There  will  be  as  I  before 
advised  upwards  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  Bales  shipped  off  from  thence  by  the 
20th.  of  the  Month,  about  thirty  of  which  will  be  put  on  board  brown  owing 
to  the  want  of  hands  to  cure  it  in  time  for  as  the  Investment  was  set  on  foot 
late  in  the  season  no  Cloth  came  in  till  the  latter  end  of  Novr.  and  as  there 
had  been  little  or  no  Employment  for  Washers  before,  there  were  only  ten  or 
a  dozen  in  the  Place;  the  number  is  now  augmented  to  near  two  hundred,  so 
that  all  the  Cloth  that  may  be  brought  in  hereafter  shall  be  sent  up  bleached, 
but  there  is  a  want  of  about  thirty  or  forty  washing  Stones  which  being  to  be 
procured  of  a  smoother  better  kind  at  Madrass  than  this  way  I  am  to  request 
your  Honor  &ca.  will  be  pleased  to  furnish,  and  now  I  am  on  this  subject  I 
must  take  the  Liberty  of  representing  how  very  insufficient  the  present  allow- 
ance of  two  Packers  is  for  the  Bussyness  of  that  settlement  and  to  desire  your 
Permission  to  entertain  four  more  making  six  in  the  whole  which  although  not 
charged  have  been  employed  since  the  Investment  has  been  coming  in. 

As  the  Merchants  on  first  setting  the  Investment  on  foot  had  contracted 
to  deliver  200  Bales  by  the  middle  of  this  month,  I  sent  for  them  to  demand 
their  Reasons  for  not  Complying  with  such  Contract  who  alledged  that  when 
they  entered  into  that  Contract  it  was  agreed  that  a  quarter  Part  of  the  amount 
of  the  Goods  contracted  for  should  be  advanced  them,  which  not  having  been 
done,  they  were  unable  to  bring  in  the  Quantity  of  Cloth  stipulated,  I  then  asked 
them  whether  if  they  were  well  supplyed  with  Cash  hereafter,  they  would  un- 
dertake to  compleat  one  thousand  Bales  with  what  they  had  already  delivered 
by  the  beginning  of  September  and  received  for  Answer  (upon  my  assurances  of 
furnishing  them  with  Money  that  they  would  engage  to  bring  in  that  quantity 
by  the  Time  limited,  which  I  am  in  hopes  they  will  perform,  as  I  have  lately 
sent  Mr.  Dolben  twelve  Thousand  Pagodas  which  with  fifteen  he  was  before 
supplied  with,  is  nearly  half  of  the  estimated  amount  of  his  investment,  and 
the  beginning  of  next  Month  I  shall  be  liable  to  furnish  him  more  fully. 

Although  your  Orders  of  the  5th.  Inst*,  did  not  reach  me  before  I  left 
Bandarmalanka,  yet  as  I  was  furnished  with  the  List  of  Investment  you  had 
agreed  on,  to  be  provided  in  these  Parts  I  took  the  Opportunity  of  my  being 
there  to  discourse  with  the  Merchants  on  the  subject  of  the  Provision  of  the 
nnantity  of  Super  fine  long  Cloth,  Moorees  &  Izzarees  therein  specifyed,  but 
could  not  for  some  time  bring  them  to  any  Proposals  after  much  conversa- 
tion however  I  at  length  prevailed  over  Lachim  Chittv  Erapah  one  of  the 
Principal  amon^  them  to  undertp-ke  the  Provision  of  the  whole  Quantity  of 
the  following  Qualities  &  at  the  undermentioned  Prices  Viz*.

my  sole  inducement  in  the  making  it,  I  hope  to  be  excused  having  entered  into 
before  your  orders  reached  me  which  should  you  disapprove  may  be  disannulled 
as  no  advance  has  yet  been  made  on  that  account.  The  several  Musters  of 
Long  Cloth  &  Morees  mention 'd  in  your  Commands  to  be  sent  are  yet  not  come 
to  hand.  I  shall  write  immediately  to  Bandarmalanka  to  set  about  providing 
a  few  Peices  of  46  Punjum  Morees  and  to  advise  at  what  prices  they  are  to  be 
procured  at  the  Foot  of  the  List  of  Investment  transmitted  me  I  observe  a  few 
Bales  or  Ordinary  Chints  are  ordered  to  be  provided  at  Narsapore  on  Morees 
of  28  Covids  Long  and  2  broad ;  I  should  be  glad  to  be  informed  whether  these 
are  meant  exclusive  of  what  is  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  part  of  the  List  or 
whether  any  part  of  those  Goods  are  intended  for  that  purpose. 

As  it  has  been  usual  to  make  the  Merchants  a  present  of  a  few  yards  of 
Broad  Cloth  and  there  being  none  remaining  here  I  have  enclosed  an  Indent 
for  the  service  of  this  Place  at  Bandarmalanka  which  I  request  your  Com- 
pliance with. 

During  my  stay  at  Bandarmalanka  application  was  made  to  me  by  the 
People  attending  at  the  Rivers  in  the  Country  where  the  Merchants  pass  their 
Cloth  and  from  the  Collectors  of  the  Revenues  and  other  officers  belonging  to 
the  Circar  for  their  annual  Presents,  I  gave  them  but  little  Encouragement 
to  hope  the  Continuance  of  them  but  as  some  of  the  Juncaneers  in  the  Country 
have  begun  to  stop  the  Merchants  Goods  which  I  was  under  a  necessity  of 
complaining  of  to  the  Zemidar  whose  district  they  were  passing  through  to 
get  them  cleared,  it  is  not  unlikely  but  others  may  pursue  the  same  measure 
unless  the  customary  allowances  are  made  them.  Inclosed  comes  an  account 
of  the  Presents  Annually  made  to  them  the  Companys  Merchants  &  River 
People,  for  your  Honour  &cas.  Determination. 

I  cannot  help  here  observing  to  you  the  very  bad  condition  of  the  Godowns 
at  Bandarmalanka,  which  being  all  built  of  unburnt  Brick  swarm  with  white 
Ants  and  being  covered  with  small  sticks  instead  of  Reepers  and  badly  tyled 
are  not  secure  against  the  Weather  so  that  there  is  no  Place  where  the  Bales 
can  be  lodged  in  with  safety,  nor  any  indeed  large  enough  to  contain  what  may 
be  expected  by  September,  the  one  at  present  occupied  for  that  Purpose  is  built 
of  Mud  and  belongs  to  a  black  Merchant  there ;  it  will  hold  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  or  two  hundred,  and  serves  only  to  lodge  them  in,  till  they  can  be 
shipped  off  which  it  is  conveniently  situated  for  being  near  the  River  but  it  is 
by  no  means  a  Place  of  proper  security  and  as  I  am  in  hopes  the  Investment 
from  thence  may  be  very  considerably  augmented,  I  hope  your  Honour  &ca. 
will  see  the  necessity  of  having  such  Buildings  erected  as  are  necessary  for 
lodging  the  Goods  in  with  security  and  give  such  Directions  in  Consequence 
as  you  may  seem  proper.

think  pretty  reasonable.     The  Handkerchiefs  shall  be  made  agreeable  to  your

I  have  received  the  Remarks  made  by  the  Committee  appointed  to  examine 
my  accounts  and  have  only  to  say  in  my  vindication  in  respect  to  the  extra 
Charge  of  the  Gun  Peons,  that  as  your  Honor  &ca.  was  pleased  to  mention  in 
the  Minutes  of  Consultation  for  fixing  the  Establishment  here,  that  in  future 
Two  hundred  Gun  Peons  be  kept  instead  of  seapoys,  I  imagined  you  meant 
that  Number  exclusive  of  their  Officers,  and  no  notice  being  taken  of  the  charge 
for  so  many  Months  confirm  me  in  that  opinion  I  therefore  hope  Disbursement 
has  been  regularly  made  by  me  that  your  Honor  &ca.  will  be  pleased  to  excuse 
me  from  paying  that  sum  into  the  Company  Cash.

As  we  think  there  is  a  great  probability  of  these  ships  continuing  a 
considerable  time  longer  on  this  station  we  must  request  you  will  convey  the 
most  speedy  advice  of  this  News  to  the  Admiral  and  the  Commander  of  any 
other  Divisions  of  his  Majestys  Fleet,  that  they  may  take  the  proper  Measures 
for  dispersing  them  without  loss  of  Time;  as  if  they  are  permitted  to  remain 
undisturbed  they  will  totally  prevent  us  from  dispatching  our  Honble  Masters 
ships  to  Europe  and  prove  of  the  greatest  annoyance  to  our  Country  Trade. 

We  must  further  request  that  you  will  take  such  Methods  as  may  be  in 
your  power  for  giving  Intelligence  of  this  Event  to  the  Companys  ships 
expected  from  Bombay  or  any  other  Vessels  bound  to  this  Port  to  prevent  their 
fnlling  into  the  Enemys  hands.  To  which  Effect  we  have  likewise  wrote  to  the 
Chiefs  at  Vizagapatam  &  Masulipatam. 

The  accompanying  Letters  for  the  Admiral  please  to  forward  along  with 
your  Intelligence.

Enclosed  you  will  be  pleased  to  receive  the  accounts  of  this  Settlement  for 
last  Month.  They  should  have  waited  on  you  sooner,  but  have  been  delayed  by 
transcribing  and  making  the  necessary  Adjustments  in  the  Bandarmalanka 
Accounts  to  make  them  correspond  with  the  Books  of  this  Settlement  as  shall 
be  here  after  explained.  Your  Honour  &ca.  were  advised  from  hence  by  Mr. 
Andrews  under  date  the  16*.  February  1760  with  the  Difficulties  he  laboured 
under  regarding  the  Investment  on  account  the  fluctuating  Exchange  of  Rupees 
for  Madrass  Pagodas;  To  which  you  were  pleased  to  return  the  following 
answer  We  remark  what  you  say  "  concerning  the  Loss  which  must  accrue  in 
exchanging  your  Rupees  into  Madrass  Pagodas  for  the  Investment  and 
an  answer  thereto  can  only  recommend  to  you  to  dispose  of  the  Rupees  on  every - 
occasion  to  the  best  advantage  possible  with  which  we  must  rest  satisfyed  as 
we  are  unable  to  point  out  any  method  more  to  the  Interest  of  the  Company." 
In  Consequence  of  which  discretionary  Orders,  Pagodas  were  purchased  with 
Rupees  at  the  Buzar  Exchange  as  occasion  required  and  a  Profit  &  Loss  Entry 
made  in  the  Cash  account  for  the  Loss  or  Gain  this  method  was  practised  tiil 
the  Arrival  of  Mr.  Fairfield,  who  thought  it  more  eligible  to  fix  the  value  of  the 
Madrass  Pagoda  in  the  Compys.

The  Exchange  of  Madrass 
Pagodas  being  thus  established  the  Advances  made  to  the  Merchants  were 
brought  to  account  in  the  manner  observed  above,  but  Mr.  Dolben  not  Having 
been  apprised  of  this  has  in  his  accounts  reduced  the  Madrass  Pagodas  ad- 
vanced his  Merchants  for  the  Cloth  brought  in  into  Current  at  a  Batta  of  10  if) 
Cent,  as  your  Honour  &ca.  will  be  pleased  to  observe  by  the  Invoice  accompany- 
ing the  Goods  consigned  you  by  the  Apollo  Ketch,  and  which  Example  in  the 
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hurry  I  was  in  to  give  the  Vessell  an  expeditious  Dispatch,  I  have  very  inatten- 
tively likewise  followed  in  the  Invoice  of  Goods  laden  on  board  her  here  but  on 
making  up  the  Merchants  Accounts,  and  posting  the  Bandarmalanka  accounts 
into  the  Books  of  this  Settlement  I  discovered  my  mistake,  as  there  appeared  a 
Loss  of  Ps.  4  10  23  $  Cent,  between  bringing  the  Madrass  Pagodas  to  account 
at  Rs.  4  each  &  350  Rups.  |J  %  Current  Pagodas  and  charging  them  only  with 
a  Batta  of  ten  |J  C*.  to  reduce  them  into  Current,  I  have  therefore  drawn  out 
a  General  Invoice  of  the  Goods  laden  on  board  the  Apollo  Ketch  at  this  Place 
and  Bandarmalanka  correspondent  to  the  first  method  which  is  conformable 
to  our  Books,  and  now  inclose  the  same  for  your  Inspection,  whereby  you  will 
be  pleased  to  observe  the  Goods  appear  to  be  so  much  <§!  C*.  dearer  as  the 
Difference  above  remarked  amounts  to,  but  this  is  no  more  than  imaginary  as 
il  arises  from  the  Cause  abovementioned  as  however  your  Honor  &ca.  may  not 
perhaps  choose  that  the  Goods  should  be  charged  with  this  Difference  as  the 
Prices  of  them  are  thereby  seemingly  enhanced,  I  shall  be  glad  to  be  honoured 
with  your  Directions  on  this  subject  for  my  Guidance  in  the  ensuing  years 
Books,  as  in  those  for  the  Current  year  I  presume  you  would  have  me  conform 
to  the  Method  they  are  at  present  kept  in. 

I  was  in  hopes  before  now  to  have  advised  you  with  some  certainty  what 
success  I  was  likely  to  meet  with  in  the  Provision  of  Chay  Goods  at  this  Place 
having  given  Publick  notice  immediately  on  the  receipt  of  your  orders  of  the 
5th.  Ult°.  for  receiving  Proposals  for  the  several  sortments  specifyed  in  the 
List  then  enclosed  me  but  after  waiting  many  days  in  Expectation  of  them, 
I  found  myself  obliged  to  send  for  the  Merchants  who  were  employed  in  this 
Business  last  year  to  talk  with  them  upon  the  Subject,  when  upon  enquirying 
into  the  Reasons  of  their  not  having  yet  delivered  in  their  Proposals  for 
contracting  for  this  Years  Investment,  they  returned  me  for  answer  That  they 
observed  in  the  List  of  Goods  advertised  for  this  years  Provisions  the  Romalls 
are  ordered  to  be  of  18  Pun j urns  fine,  12  Covids  long  and  only  three  quarters 
broad,  which  being  of  an  assortment  never  yet  provided  in  this  part  of  the 
Country  they  were  apprehensive  they  should  not  be  able  to  procure  any  quantity 
of  Thread  sufficiently  fine  for  such  a  Far  brick  nor  could  they  take  upon  them 
to  say  whether  the  Weavers  here  could  manufacture  Goods  of  that  fineness 
properly  or  at  what  rate  they  could  afford  to  undertake  to  provide  them,  till 
they  had  made  a  tryal,  which  they  were  about,  and  would  produce  me  the 
Musters  in  eight  or  ten  days  when  I  should  have  their  answer.  This  you  shall 
be  acquainted  with  so  soon  as  I  receive  it,  and  the  Musters  they  bring  me  shall 
be  forwarded  for  your  Inspection  &  Determination  as  this  article  constitutes 
the  principal  part  of  the  Investment  I  thought  it  unnecessary  to  conclude  any 
thing  relating  to  the  Collowapores  &  Sastracundies  till  I  could  agree  for  the 
whole  as  they  are  very  inconsiderable  and  always  to  be  procured.

Priest  belonging  to  Narsipore)  amounting  to  138  13  which  he  desired  I  would 
deduct  from  hi&  Rent;  This  was  undoubtedly  a  reasonable  Request  on  his  part, 
as  he  had  Mr.  Andrews  order  for  the  Payment  of  it  wherein  he  is  promised  it 
shall  be  allowed  him  in  his  rent,  but  as  I  cannot  find  that  Mr.  Andrews  had 
any  authority  from  your  Honour  &ca,  for  making  such  Promise,  I  have  refused 
to  allow  it  him  till  I  can  be  favored  with  your  Directions  on  the  subject  which 
I  am  not  only  to  request  with  respect  to  this  sum,  but  whether  I  am  to  continue 
such  allowance  for  the  future  as  the  People  who  have  enjoyed  the  benefit  of  it 
are  making  continual  application  to  me  on  the  subject  Mr.  Andrews  order 
comes  inclosed. 
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I  gave  Mr.  Dolben  Directions  relating  to  the  Provision  of  some  forty  six 
Fun j  um  Moorees  by  way  of  tryal  according  to  what  you  have  been  pleased  to 
recommend  in  the  List  of  investment  forwarded  me  in  your  Commands  of  the 
5th.  Ult°.  who  informs  me  that  the  lowest  terms  he  can  bring  his  Merchants  to 
undertake  to  provide  them  at  is  MPS.  6£  $  Ps  Dut  tnat  he  has  order 'd  Musters 
to  be  prepared  which  shall  be  sent  me  in  a  few  days,  so  soon  as  I  receive  them 
they  shall  be  forwarded  to  your  Honour  &ca.  The  Musters  of  the  Goods  I 
contracted  for  when  at  Bandarmalanka  I  am  in  dayly  expectation  of  which 
shall  likewise  wait  on  you. 

In  my  address  under  date  the  19th.  Ult°.  I  took  the  Liberty  to  lay  before 
you  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Godowns  at  Bandarmalanka  and  to  request 
your  orders  for  constructing  a  new  one  to  lodge  the  Cloth  in,  that  may  be 
expected  by  the  Month  of  September  as  there  is  none  at  present  either  suffici- 
ently large  or  secure  for  that  Purpose  which  I  must  again  request  to  be  favored 
with  as  Mr.  Dolben  in  a  Letter  I  received  from  him  two  days  ago  writes  thus. 
I  should  be  glad  to  be  favored  with  your  orders  for  building  a  Cloth  Godown 
as  otherwise  it  will  be  out  of  my  power  to  have  it  in  readiness  for  the  Bales. 

As  the  Advices  from  Bengali  render  it  imprudent  risquing  anything  at 
Bandarmalanka  which  may  be  removed  as  it  is  a  P[l]ace  of  no  Security  &  has 
a  Bar  that  may  be  always  enter'd  by  Vessels  of  an  hundred  Tons  without 
Danger,  and  as  I  find  there  are  near  sixty  Bales  of  Cloth  lying  there  at  the 
Washers  and  Brown,  I  have  directed  Mr.  Dolben  to  put  them  on  board  a  Vessel 
now  in  that  River  bound  for  Madrass,  and  not  to  receive  any  more  from  the 
Country  till  we  have  further  accounts  from  the  Bay  as  it  will  make  no  difference 
in  getting  it  cured  in  readiness  for  the  September  Dispatch. 

You  have  been  already  advised  that  the  Flag  staff  at  this  Place  was  blown 
down  in  the  late  storm,  and  that  there  was  no  proper  stick  to  be  procured  here 
for  erecting  another,  but  I.  have  since  removed  that  from  Nizampatam  where 
it  was  of  no  use,  and  have  set  it  up  here,  though  for  want  of  Tar  &  Europe 
Rope  which  we  have  none  of  in  Garrison,  it  is  but  very  ill  secured,  I  have 
therefore  taken  the  Liberty  of  inclosing  an  Indent  for  these  and  some  other 
small  articles  vv anted  here  which  I  request  your  Compliance  with.

We  have  received  your  Letter  of  the  16th.  Ultimo,  and  shall  embrace  any 
Opportunities  that  may  offer  of  drawing  on  you,  altho'  we  imagine  they  can 
be  but  seldom,  we  shall  likewise  immediately  taken  into  Consideration  What 
monies  will  be  necessary  for  our  own  occasions  in  the  ensuing  year,  and  remit 
you  whatever  it  appears  we  may  be  able  to  afford  for  the  assistance  of  the 
China  Trade. 

In  our  Letter  of  the  15th.  of  Febry.  1762  we  advised  you  of  some  repre- 
sentations which  had  been  made  to  us  by  Mr.  Senior  and  the  Owners  of  the 
Charlotte  Schooner  regarding  some  Debts  due  to  them  by  the  King  of  Quedah, 
and  recommend  your  settling  that  matter,  as  the  reason  given  by  the  King  for 
the  non  payment  of  those  Debts,  was  your  Detention  of  a  Vessel  of  his  upon 
the  Coast,  In  your  answer  of  the  25th.  March  you  promised  to  give  us  your  full 
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sentiments  on  this  subject  in  a  future  Letter,  but  as  we  have  heard  nothing 
from  you  since  which  we  have  just  received  from  Cap*.  Johnston  &  beg  leave 
to  submit  a  fresh  the  whole  affair  to  your  immediate  Consideration. 

The  Expedition  is  set  out  from  Chittagong  to  take  post  at  Moneypour  the 
Capital  of  the  Province  of  Mickley  with  the  head  whereof  we  have  entered  into 
an  Alliance,  but  with  orders  not  to  enter  further  Directions  of  which  we  shall 
take  care  to  give  you  the  Most  Timely  Notice.

Having  had  the  honour  of  Carrying  a  Letter  from  you,  to  the  King  of 
Queda,  on  account  of  the  Owners  of  the  Helena  Snow,  to  Demand  a  Debt  due 
to  them,  Intrusted  to  the  King  by  the  then  Commander  Mr.  Miller  accordingly 
when  I  arrived  there,  I  Dilivered  your  Letter  &ca.  and  a  Present  which  was 
very  Graciously  Received  Accordingly  to  the  Eastern  Custom. 

After  the  Letter  was  Read  &  I  told  the  King  my  Business  &  Demanded 
the  Debt  in  your  Name  To  Wch.  the  old  Gentleman  Answered  in  these  terms, 
that  he  did  not  want  to  keep  Cap*.  Millers  Tin,  &  would  Pay  it  as  soon  as  he 
was  in  a  right  understanding  with  the  English.  As  he  had  been  before  for 
many  years,  until  the  Gentlemen  of  Madrass  had  seized  his  Vessell  &  never 
had  let  him  know  for  what  Reason,  Only  as  he  had  heard  by  flying  reports, 
that  it  was  on  account  of  Captain  Macmouths  Vessel  being  cut  off,  which  hap- 
pen'd  in  Junkseilon  and  not  in  his  Dominions,  He  likewise  said  he  was  very 
sorry  that  the  English  should  impute  such  an  action  to  him,  who  had  lived 
Reigned  &  Traded,  with  Honour  for  many  Years  untill  his  Beard  was  grown 
White  which  was  the  Expression  and  now  in  his  old  Age  to  get  such  a  Charac- 
ter, troubled  him  very  much  and  he  would  not  pay  the  Debt  at  this  Present 
time;  But  as  you  had  done  him  the  Honor  of  writing  to  him,  he  would  write  to 
you  that  Justice  may  be  done  him;  and  then  he  would  pay  the  Debt  with  great 
deal  of  Pleasure,  as  he  dont  want  to  keep  any  man  from  his  Right  or  Property 
for  which  Reason  he  desired  that  after  I  had  done  my  Business  in  the  Straits 
I  would  call  at  Queda  in  my  way  to  Bengal,  &  he  would  give  me  a  Letter  for  you 
which  I  accordingly  did,  &  some  Days  after  my  arrival  he  sent  the  two  accom- 
panying. Letters  with  a  Parcel  of  Wax  &  Desired  I  would  give  his  Compli- 
ments to  you  after  the  Eastern  Manner  &  beg  your  Acceptce.  of  the  small  pre- 
sent of  Wax  being  some  of  the  Produce  of  his  Country.

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

Agreeable  to  what  we  wrote  you  in  our  Letter  of  the  24th.  Instant  we  this 
day  took  into  Consideration  the  state  of  the  Monies  which  we  may  expect  to 
receive  into  our  Treasury  within  the  Course  of  the  present  year  and  the  several 
services  of  this  Presidency  which  must  be  answered  there  from;  from  these  we 
conclude  that  we  shall  still  have  it  in  our  Power  to  lend  a  small  assistance  to  the 
China  Trade  and  we  have  therefore  resolved  to  remit  you  for  that  purpose  Five 
Lacks  of  Rupees  as  soon  as  we  can  procure  that  sum  in  Bullion  or  foreign 
Silver,  and  we  shall  as  we  before  advised  you  draw  upon  you  for  whatever 
sums  may  be  offered  us  here  to  be  paid  in  Pagodas  but  we  still  judge  the  amount 
can  be  but  small. 

In  our  Letter  of  the  27th.  we  acquainted  you  with  the  Proceedings  of 
French  ships;  The  Commodore  has  since  that  Time  sent  into  the  River,  the 
remainder  of  the  Prisoners  taken  in  the  Walpole  on  board  the  Grampus  Pilot 
Sloop  of  which  he  had  before  made  a  Capture  and  we  have  it  now  under  Con- 
sideration, the  sending  an  equal  Number  of  French  Prisoners  in  exchange  to 
the  Islands,  agreeable  to  Monsr.  Pallieres  Request. 

The  Boscawen  from  Bombay  arrived  in  the  Road  on  the  27tk.  Inst,  and  as 
Captain  Wedderburn  was  fortunate  as  to  put  a  Pilot  on  board  her,  we  trust 
she  has  since  got  safe  into  the  River;  we  likewise  learn  from  the  Prisoners  on 
board  the  Fidelle  that  they  met  with  the  Winchelsea  Cap*.  Howe  standing  into 
the  Road  but  that  after  a  Chace  of  more  than  two  Days  and  a  Slight  Engage- 
ment of  about  two  Hours  the  Winchelsea  got  clear  off,  and  we  make  no  doubt 
she  has  ee'r  this  Time  arrived  safe  at  your  Place. 

As  we  had  the  Misfortune  to  losse  the  Houghtons  Packet  for  your  Presi- 
dency we  have  thought  proper  to  land  that,  which  came  by  the  Earl  of 
Ashburnham  &  which  we  had  shiped  for  you  on  the  sea  boat  Captain  Swaine; 
that  we  may  take  Copies  of  the  most  material  Papers  for  your  security  and  we 
shall  transmit  it  to  you  by  the  Ship  Clinton  which  we  purpose  dispatching 
the  middle  of  next  Month  if  the  state  of  the  French  Squdron  will  so  admit.

Since  my  last  of  the  12th.  Ultimo  I  have  been  honored  with  your  Commands 
of  the  same  date  on  the  subject  of  the  Investment,  to  which  I  shall  now  reply. 
Your  Honor  &cA.  may  be  assured  I  shall  be  very  particularly  attentive  to 
the  Rules  you  have  been  pleased  to  lay  down  in  your  said  Commands,  and 
comply  with  them  as  nearly  as  Circumstances  will  admit  and  as  the  Difficulty 
I  complained  of  in  my  Letter  above  referred  to  respecting  the  Provision  of 
Romalls,  was  by  the  Receipt  of  these  your  last  orders  removed  I  sent  for  the 
Merchants  to  acquaint  them  therewith,  and  to  Discourse  with  them  upon  the 
subject  of  the  present  Years  Investment  on  the  Plan  you  have  proposed  I  could 
not  expect,  they  would  come  to  an  immediate  Conclusion  in  a  Business  of  this 
nature  and  therefore  gave  them  as  requested  a  few  days  to  consider  on  it.  They

The  Prices  of  the  several  sortments  of  Goods  to  be  the  same  as  last  Year, 
but  sorted  to  two  Numbers  only  and  not  a  piece  received  either  short 
in  Measure,  or  of  the  stipulated  Number  of  Punjums,  the  whole  to  be 
of  a  bright  chay  and  even  Thread,  one  half  of  the  Goods  Contracted 
for  to  be  delivered  by  the  31st.  of  July  next  the  other  half  by  the  31st. 
January  1764. 
One  half  of  the  estimated  amount  of  the  Goods  agreed  to  be  delivered 
by  the  31st.  of  July  to  be  advanced  them  which  is  to  be  accounted  for 
by  paying  only  one_  half  the  Value  of  the  Goods,  as  they  shall  be 
brought  in  which  will  clear  off  this  advance  a  further  advance  to  be 
then  made  them  of  one  half  the  estimated  value  of  the  Goods  to  be 
delivered  by  the  end  of  January  1764  which  is  to  be  accounted  for  in 
the  same  manner.

Mr.  Brickenden  likewise  returns  your  Honours  &ca.  his  Thanks  for  the 
Indulgence  you  have  been  pleased  to  shew  him  in  complying  with  his  Request, 
and  he  purposes  setting  out  for  the  Presidency  as  soon  as  he  can  settle  his 
affairs. 

Inclosed  you  will  be  pleased  to  receive  an  Estimate  of  the  Repairs,  and 
Buildings  wanting  at  Bandarmalanka  for  your  Determination.  I  have  already 
urged  The  Necessity  of  them  in  my  Letter  of  the  19th.  January  and  as  their 
uses  are  particularly  specifyed  in  the  accompanying  Estimate  I  need  not  add 
further  on  the  subject  here  than  to  request  your  Permission  to  set  about  them, 
and  to  assure  you  that  the  utmost  frugality  shall  be  observed  in  the  execution 
of  the  work. 

Mr.  Dolben  having  in  Consequence  of  the  Directions  I  advised  you  I 
purposed  giving  him,  shipped  on  board  the  Apollo  Ketch  sixty  two  Bales  con- 
signed to  your  Honour  &ca.  I  now  forward  you  Invoice  thereof,  drawn  out 
conformably  to  the  Method  observed  in  that  transmitted  you  in  my  address  of 
the  12  Ultimo  but  I  wait  your  Determination  on  this  subject  before,  I  make  any 
alteration  in  the  present  method  of  keeping  the  accounts  of  Bandarmalanka.

We  have  been  favoured  with  your  Letter  of  tba  3d.  Ultimo,  &  agreeable  to 
what  we  wrote  you  the  Day  following  (a  Duplicate  of  which  is  enclosed).  We 
call'd  upon  the  Master  of  the  Britannia  Snow  in  regard  to  his  extraordinary 
Behaviour  while  upon  your  Coast  in  Consequence  of  which  he  delivered  us  a 
Letter,  a  Copy  whereof  is  now  enclosed  for  your  notice  &  we  are  to  acquaint 
you  the  assertions  therein  correspond  with  one  Vessels  Journal  &  the  Deposi- 
tions of  the  Mate  and  Syrang  who  by  our  Directions  were  examined. 

Enclosed  likewise  is  Copy  of  a  Letter  from  the  owners  of  the  above  vessel 
representing  the  great  Damage  she  sustained  during  her  stay  upon  your  Coast 
and  desiring  an  allowance  may  be  made  for  the  same,  but  as  it  is  impossible 
for  us  to  judge  how  far  their  Representations  are  just,  we  must  refer  the  same 
to  your  Honor  &ca.  desiring  you  would  acquaint  us,  that  we  may  reply  to  their 
letter  in  a  suitable  manner. 

We  cannot  however  close  this  subject  without  remarking  to  your  Honor 
&ca.  that  these  Complaints,  correspond  in  some  measure  with  what  the  Owners 
of  the  Futhee  Salam  alledg'd  in  Respect  to  that  ship  while  upon  your  Coast, 
and  if  they  are  well  grounded  we  apprehend  it  will  effectually  put  it  out  of  our 
Power  again  to  hire  Vessels  for  our  Honble  Masters  service,  even  upon  the 
greatest  Emergencies,  as  private  Persons  will  never  choose  to  subject  their 
Property  to  such  risques. 

It  affords  us  great  satisfaction  to  find  our  Honble  Masters  Ships  Houghton 
&  Ashbunnham  are  arrived  at  Bengal  of  which  we  advis'd  them  by  the  way  of 
Bussorah  the  5th.  Instant,  but  we  cannot  help  being  anxious  for  the  saffety  of 
the  Walpole.

It  is  with  Concern  I  find  a  Complaint  made  against  me  by  the  Honble  the 
President  &  Council  of  Madrass. 

The  6th.  of  August  I  returned  to  Madrass  Road  from  Pondicherry  Deep 
Laden  with  Guns  shot  shells  and  Anchors  with  which  Loading  we  laid  there 
untill  the  24th.  before  any  Boats  was  sent  of  to  lighten  the  Vessell  notwith- 
standing we  sprung  a  Leak  the  13th.  &  had  it  not  been  for  the  assistance  1 
received  from  Cap*.  Smith  of  the  Drake  &  other  ships  on  the  Road  the  Vessell 
must  have  foundred  this  was  represented  to  the  Governor  by  myself  who  sent 
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off  60  Cooleys,  the  major  part  of  which  was  not  of  the  least  service  and  my  refus- 
ing to  pay  the  charge  made  for  those  People  was  the  first  time  I  observed  they 
was  displeased  the  owners  was  at  a  great  Expence  in  Preventing  the  Vessel  1 
from  foundrin  the  Leak  arising  from  the  Violent  straining  in  laying  rowling 
Gun  vale  to  so  many  days  before  they  took  out  the  least  Part  of  the  Heavy 
dead  Weight  she  had,  in  and  this  was  plainly  visible  to  every  ship  then  laying 
in  Madrass  Road. 

The  26th.  September  in  Ouddalore  Road  there  was  two  Leaguers  of  Water 
sent  of  by  the  Chief  of  that  settlement  for  the  use  of  a  Detachment  of  57  Euro- 
peans &  12  Blacks  for  whicli  he  sent  me  a  Bill  which  I  refused  paying  as  I  did 
not  Imagine  the  owners  was  to  be  at  that  Expence,  this  might  probably  offend 
him,  but  I  hope  it  will  not  be  esteemed  as  such  the  owners  was  at  the  Expence 
of  victualing  that  Military  Detachment  two  days  from  his  Neglecting  to  send 
of  any  Provisions  with  them,  and  which  had  we  not  supply' d  them  with  was 
proceeding  to  Mutinous  acts  such  as  threatning  to  run  the  vessel  ashore  it  is 
true  while  we  lay'd  in  Cuddalore  Road  I  represented  to  the  Chief  Mr.  Turner 
the  Leaky  condition  of  the  Vessel  &  the  great  appearances  of  bad  Weather 
coming  on  which  made  me  Importinate  with  him  to  Dispatch  me  to  which 
I  received  no  other  reply  than  he  should  keep  me  so  long  as  she  pleased. 

The  7th.  of  October  the  Governor  &  Council  at  Madras  ordered  I  should 
proceed  to  Alamparvar  to  bring  up  Chunam  shells  I  then  represented  to  them 
in  writing  the  bad  state  and  Condition  the  vessel  was  in  being  excessive  leaky, 
but  to  which  received  no  other  Answer  than  to  comply  with  my  orders  at  this 
time  we  kept  one  Pump  constantly  working  our  Rigging  began  to  be  in  a 
shatter 'd  Condition  and  sails  worse  notwithstanding  which  I  proceeded  to 
Alemparva  where  we  laid  6  days  taking  in  the  Chunam  shells,  &  the  17th.  of 
October  the  Monsoon  to  all  Appearance  was  near  breaking  having  for  some 
days  before  threatened  with  a  very  heavy  swell,  the  Leak  encreasing  on  us  so  as 
to  oblige  us  to  work  both  Pumps  I  thought  it  necessary  for  the  Preservation  of 
the  Vessel  to  proceed  to  sea  which  accordingly  we  did  and  was  my  only  Motive 
for  leaving  that  Coast  without  returning  to  Madrass  on  my  arrival  at  Telli- 
cherry  I  was  ordered  by  the  Chief  &  Factors  there  to  land  the  Chunam  shells 
and  receive  on  board  other  stores  for  this  Presidency  therefore  hope  my  Conduct 
will  not  appear  blameable  having  no  ways  willfully  neglected  any  part  of  my 
Duty  nor  acted  in  a  disrespectful  Manner  with  Intention.

We  have  received  the  Packets  from  Madrass  by  the  True  Briton,  and  Royal 
Captain  which  last  ship  arrived  here  the  29th.  of  last  Month  without  having 
been  able  to  reach  Soolo. 

We  shall  answer  the  Particulars  by  the  first  Macao  Ship  bound  to  your 
coast,  but  as  the  Conveyance  which  now  offers  may  possibly  reach  you  much 
earlier  we  think  it  necessary  to  take  this  opportunity  of  acquainting  you  that 
we  have  but  just  sufficient  in  our  Treasury  at  present  (including  the  Lack  of 
Rupees  by  the  Royal  Captain)  to  land  the  seven  ships  now  at  Whampo. 

You  have  not  mention' d  the  amount  of  Treasure  put  on  board  the  Osterly 
&  Essex  but  whatever  it  is,  the  Precariousness  of  those  ships  ariving  and  the 
chance  of  a  part  or  even  the  whole  being  wanted  for  the  Manilla  expedition 
prevent  our  being  able  to  make  that  advantage  of  it.  which  the  Certainty  of 
its  coming  would  give  us. 

If  those  two  ships  arrive  this  season,  and  not  have  more  than  sufficient  to 
load  them  (which  to  do  properly  will  take  between  sixty  and  seventy  thousand 
Pounds)  we  shall  be  left  without  Money  to  provide  Cargoes  for  the  next  years 
shipping  (which  will  be  attended  with  great  Loss  to  the  Company)  unless  we 
receive  an  early  supply  from  you.

Your  Honor  &ca.  may  be  assured  I  shall  be  particularly  attentive  in  making 
the  Merchants  comply  strictly  with  their  Contract  for  Chay  Goods. 

I  forwarded  to  Mr.  Dolben  the  half  Muster  of  Moorees  returned  me  by  your 
Honour  &ca.  with  your  Remarks  thereon  and  have  transmitted  him  Copy  of 
the  Warehouse  keeper's  Observations  on  the  several  Musters  last  sent  you  with 
an  Extract  from  your  Commands  of  the  13th.  Instant  relating  to  them  whose 
Endeavours  I  am  Persuaded  will  not  be  wanting  to  remedy  the  defects  com- 
plained of  But  I  must  confess  it  gives  me  much  Concern  to  find  them  so  generally 
disapproved,  as  I  had  given  Orders  to  Mr.  Dolben  to  make  an  advance  of  5000 
Pagodas  in  part  towards  the  Provision  of  the  quantity  ordered  in  your  List 
of  Investment,  in  hopes  that  all  the  Musters  except  the  2£  Covids  wide  Moorees 
and  Lampasses  would  have  met  with  approbation  and  as  the  season  was  advanc- 
ing fast  I  was  apprehensive  it  might  otherwise  be  impracticable  to  furnish  one 
half  of  the  Investment  ordered  by  the  latter  end  of  July  in  Compliance  with 
your  Injunctions,  but  I  have  now  sent  directions  to  Mr.  Dolben  to  put  a  stop 
to  the  Provision  of  any  of  these  assortments  till  such  Musters  can  be  provided 
as  shall  meet  with  your  Honor  &cas.  approbation.

We  have  only  further  to  add 
that  when  eight  ships  are  loaded  there  will  not  be  remaining  in  our  Treasury 
above  sixteen  or  twenty  thousand  Tales  whereas  there  ought  to  be  at  least 
Six  hundred  thousand  Tales  left  with  us  after  the  Departure  of  the  Ships,  to 
make  advantegeous  Investments  for  the  ships  of  the  next  season,  and  if  the 
Osterly  should  arrive,  the  25  Chests  she  has  on  board  will  not  be  sufficient  to 
load  her. 

It  is  necessary  to  give  you  this  Information  as  the  success  of  the  Companys 
affairs  at  this  Place  greatly  depends  on  your  Remittances. 

The  Governor  &  Council  of  Manilha  propose  sending  us  a  supply  from 
thence  but  as  the  Army  &  Navy  are  to  receive  their  Share  of  the  Capitulation 
first,  and  the  Money  comes  in  slowly  we  may  probably  not  get  any  from  thence, 
this  twelve  Month.

We  have  received  your  favours  by  the  True  Briton,  Royal  Captain  and 
Essex,  with  the  Duplicate  of  a  Letter  by  the  Osterly. 

The  Sum  of  Fas.  3999600  which  your  Presidency  was  indebted  to  us  we 
have  wrote  off  the  Books  according  to  your  desire. 

Cap*.  Tanner  after  having  made  many  attempts  to  reach  Sooloo  without 
success,  arrived  here  the  7th.  of  Novemr.  The  Bale  goods  he  had  on  board  for 
that  Market  are  unsaleable  here.  We  have  hitherto  deferr'd  bringing  them 
up  to  Canton  in  hopes  of  Mr.  Dalrymples  arrival.  The  6  Pearl  likewise  (being 
invoiced  without  Price)  must  be  kept  till  then,  or  if  he  does  not  come,  till  we 
hear  from  you  concerning  them. 

The  Essex  Cap*.  Jackson  arrived  here  the  19th.  of  November  and  brought 
the  agreable  News  of  the  reduction  of  Manilha  which  was  taken  by  storm  the 
6th.  of  October.  The  Osterly  sail'd  from  that  place  with  the  Essex,  the  2fitii. 
of  October  but  they  parted  Company  in  five  davs  and  it  is  supposed,  Cap'. 
"Vincent  is  gone  either  back  to  Manilha  or  to  Batavia. 
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The  Deputy  Governor  &  Council  of  Manilha  took  11  Chests  of  the  Essex's 
treasure,  for  the  Disbursements  of  the  Siege  and  other  Charges  the  Goods 
Eoyal  Captain,  &  Essex  we  have  disposed  of  as  follows.

Any  more  redwood  will  be  unsaleable.  The  Market  is  over  stock'd 
allready. 

We  had  no  Invoice  of  it.  The  Cotton  being  put  into  one  general  Invoice 
without  the  Number  and  weight  of  each  Bale,  makes  it  impossible  for  us  to 
charge  the  Captains  with  the  Deficiencies  as  we  cannot  assertain  the  weight 
by  each  ship. 

If  any  more  Birds  nest  is  sent  here  it  must  be  pack'd  in  Chests,  for  it  is 
valued  as  much  for  its  being  large,  as  for  its  whiteness,  and  what  you  have 
sent  us,  tho  of  a  tolerable  colour  (we  mean  the  1st.  sort)  did  not  sell  for  a  third 
of  the  invoiced  Price,  occasion'd  by  its  being  broke  into  small  Pieces,  by  the 
badness  of  the  Package. 

As  we  find  by  your  Letter  of  the  28th.  of  June,  the  necessity  you  are 
under  of  sending  the  French  Prisoners  in  the  China  Ship,  we  should  be  glad 
to  have  common  men  instead  of  Officers.  Those  you  sent  this  year  have  been 
very  troublesome,  and  by  their  ill  behaviour,  have  caused  many  Complaints  from 
the  Chinese. 

The  Portuguese  Governor  and  senate  of  Macao,  have  for  some  time  past 
behaved  so  extreemly  ill  to  foreigners  (which  particularly  affects  us)  that  we 
think  it  is  now  become  necessary  to  have  such  treatment  represented  to  the 
Vice  Roy  of  Goa,  that  his  orders  may  prevent  in  future  the  embarrassments 
their  rudeness  at  present  Subjects  us  to,  and  as  a  Representation  of  this  sort, 
can  come  from  none  so  properly  as  the  Company's  Presidencies  in  India  where 
these  People  are  allowed  the  priviledges  of  a  beneficial  trade,  and  treated  with 
Civility  and  good  manners.  We  desire  you  will  make  known  to  the  Viceroy 
their  Behaviour  of  which  the  following  instances  among  many  others  that 
have  happen'd  lately  are  a  proof. 

In  1758  When  Mr.  Flint  landed  from  Limpo,  the  Senate  upon  an  appli- 
cation from  the  Chinese  Government,  ordered  him  to  depart  their  town  and 
its  Liberties  immediately,  whereupon  Mr.  Lockwood  was  oblig'd  to  demand 
the  Protection  of  the  Portuguese  Flag  for  him  which  was  granted  on  condition 
of  his  not  leaving  Macao,  without  the  Governors  leave  for  which  Mr.  Lockwood 
engaged  his  honor. 

In  1760  The  Senate  published  an  order  by  beat  of  Drum  prohibiting  the 
Inhabitants  of  Macao  renting  houses  to  foreigners  without  their  consent  and 
ordered  that  they  should  not  have  leave  to  posses  the  houses  they  had  already 
rented  of  the  Proprietors,  without  first  petitioning  the  Senate  in  a  very  humble 
manner,  and  this  Custom  still  subsists  and  is  extreemly  inconvenient  to  those 
who  are  obliged  to  go  to  Macao  who  are  sometimes  forced  to  remain  in  their 
boat?  till  the  Senate  assembles,  and  grants  their  Petition  and  then  thev  are 
again  to  petition  the  Governor  before  the  Proprietor  dares  admit  them.  These 
delays  not  onlv  subjects  People  to  losses  by  thefts  in  their  boats,  but  likewie 
the  badness  of  the  Weather. 

In  1761  Cap*.  Skottowe  by  orders  from  the  Company  being  obliged  to 
remain  sometime  at  Macao  before  he  proceeded  to  Canton  for  the  Safety  of  his 
Ship,  carried  her  into  into  fsic]  the  Taypa  a  Bay  near  Macao,  and  where  tho' 
he  could  be  seen  from  one  of  the  Forts,  he  was  not  within  reach  of  the  Guns. 
After  his  Ship  had  been    there    about    a   week    Cap*.    Skottowe  (who  came 
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ashore  at  Macao,  and  paid  the  Governor  the  usual  compliment  of  a  Visit) 
received  a  Message  from  him  by  his  Adjutant  ordering  him  to  go  out  of  the 
Taypa  immediately  with  his  ship  otherwise  he  would  commit  him  to  prison 
alledging  as  a  reason  for  so  impertinent  a  message  that  he  should  have  asked 
his  leave  before  he  brought  his  ship  into  the  Taypa.  When  the  Governor  found 
his  threats  inaffectual  he  took  no  farther  notice  but  the  insult  was  the  same. 

We  do  not  mention  their  ill  treatment  of  Mr.  Dalrymple  as  we  find  some 
time  ago  he  wrote  to  you  on  that  head. 

We  make  no  doubt  but  a  Remonstrance  from  your  Presidency  will  have 
a  proper  effect,  which  will  be  of  great  service  to  us  as  we  are  obliged  to  be  a 
great  deal  among  them  and  are  apprehensive  that  without  it  is  taken  notice  of 
their  insolence  will  daily  increase.

Declaring  the  Cessation  of  Arms,  as  well  by  Sea  as  Land  agreed  upon  between 
His  Majesty  the  most  Christian  King  and  the  Catholick  King  and  enjoining 
the  Observance  thereof.

Whereas  Preliminaries  for  restoring  Peace  were  signed  at  Fontaine  bleau 
on  the  third  day  of  this  Instant  November,  by  the  Ministers  of  Us,  the  most 
Christian  King  and  the  Catholick  King;  and  whereas  for  the  putting  an 
End  to  the  Calamities  of  War,  as  soon  and  as  far  as  may  be  possible  it  has 
been  agreed  between  us  His  most  Christian  Majesty,  and  His  Catholick 
Majesty  as  follows,  that  is  to  say. 

That  as  soon  as  the  Preliminaries  shall  be  signed  and  ratifyed  all  Hosti- 
lities should  cease  at  Sea  and  at  Land. 

And  to  prevent  all  Occasions  of  Complaints  and  Disputes  which  might 
arise  upon  Acco*.  of  Ships,  Merchandizes,  and  other  Effects  which  might  be 
taken  at  Sea,  it  has  been  also  mutually  agreed  that  the  Ships  Merchandizes 
and  Effects  which  should  be  taken  in  the  Channel  and  in  the  North  Seas,  after 
the  Space  of  twelve  Days,  to  be  computed  from  the  Ratification  of  the  present 
Preliminary  Articles,  and  that  all  Ships,  Merchandizes  and  effects  which 
should  be  taken  after  six  Weeks  from  the  said  Ratification,  beyond  Channel, 
the  British  Seas  and  the  North  Seas,  as  far  as  the  Canary  Islands  inclusively, 
whether  in  the  Ocean  or  Mediterranean,  and  for  the  space  of  Three  Months 
from  the  said  Canary  Islands  to  the  Equinoctial  Line  or  Equator  and  for  the 
space  of  six  Months  beyond  the  said  Equinoctial  Line  or  Equator  and  in  all 
other  places  of  the  World,  without  any  Exception  or  other  more  particular 
Distinction  of  time  or  place  shall  be  restored  on  both  sides. 

And  whereas  the  Ratification  of  the  said  Preliminary  Articles  in  due 
Form  were  exchanged  at  Varsailles  by  the  Plenipotentiaries  of  us  of  the  most 
Christian  King  and  of  the  Catholick  King  on  the  twenty  second  of  this 
Instant  November,  from  which  Day  the  several  Terms  abovemention'd  of 
twelve  Days,  of  six  Weeks,,  of  three  Months  and  of  six  Months  for  the  Restitu- 
tion of  ali  ships,  Merchandizes  and  other  effects  taken  at  Sea,  are  to  be  com- 
puted. 

We  have  thought  fit  by  and  with  the  Advise  of  our  Privy  Council,  to  notify 
the  same  to  all  our  living  Subjects,  And  we  do  declare  that  our  Royal  Will  & 
Pleasure  is  and  we  do  hereby  strictly  Charge  and  Command  all  our  Officers 
both  at  Sea  and  Land  and  all  other  our  subject  whatsoever  to  forbear  all  Acts  of 
Hostility,  either  by  Sea  or  Land  against  his  most  Christian  Majesty  and  His 
Catholick  Majesty  their  Vassals  or  Subjects  from  and  after  the  respective 
Times  abovemention'd  and  under  the  Penalty  of  incurring  our  highest  Dis- 
pleasure.

From  our  having  been  disappointed  in  the  Quantity  of  Salt  Petre  export- 
ed from  Bengal  we  find  ourselves  unable  to  dispatch  home  all  the  [     .     .     .     ") 
the  ships  on  our  Hands  this  season  &  have  therefore  come  to  a  Resolution  of 
1762-63— 8a 
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sending  the  Hector  round  to  your  Honor  &ca.  with  the  supply  of  Rice,  men- 
tion'd  in  our  last,  also  four  hundred  Bales  of  Cotton,  and  three  hundred 
Candies  of  Pepper,  that  you  may  compleat  a  stock  for  her  as  a  casual  ship  to 
China  or  employ  her  in  such  other  manner  as  you  may  judge  most  for  our 
Honble  Masters  Interest. 

The  very  low  state  of  our  Treasury  will  likewise  put  it  out  of  our  Power 
to  compleat  the  stock  of  our  annual  China  Ship,  to  £40,000  the  sum  ordered 
by  the  Honble  Company,  We  must  therefore  in  this  exigency  have  again 
recourse  to  your  Honour  &ca.  &  shall  after  putting  on  board  the  Cotton,  Put- 
chuck,  Pepper  &  Sandal  Wood  provided  for  her,  dispatch  her  accordingly  to 
you,  to  receive  such  a  supply  of  Treasure  as  may  then  be  required  to  compleat 
her  stock,  which  we  flatter  ourselves  you  will  be  able  to  spare  without  any 
Inconvenience  to  your  Affairs.  We  hope  to  dispatch  both  her  &  the  Hector  in 
all  this  month  as  well  as  the  Clive  &  Prince  of  Wales  to  Europe. 

We  think  it  necessary  to  acquaint  your  Honour  &ca.  that  we  have  with- 
drawn our  Factory  at  Gombroon  that  you  may  prevent  any  Vessels  from  your 
side  of  India  touching  there,  for  as  we  were  obliged  to  take  satisfaction  for 
Injuries  received,  they  might  in  such  Case  be  subject  to  much  Risque  from 
the  Natives. 

Should  your  Honour  &ca.  be  able  to  supply  us  with  any  Money  we  are  to

Gentlemen 

I  take  this  Opportunity  of  acquainting  you  that  I  made  the  Island  of 
Borneo  the  13th.  Day  of  Septr.  but  could  not  get  a  Pilot  either  at  that  Island 
or  Bangue  occasion' d  by  the  badness  of  the  Wheather  &  incorrectness  of  the 
Draughts  I  had  on  board  so  was  Obliged  to  find  my  way  through  without  any 
Assistance  from  either  &  found  it  a  very  intricate  dangerous  Passage  especially 
so  late  in  the  season  as  we  was ;  having  nothing  but  Gales  of  Wind  &  excessive 
squally,  Hazey  Weather  with  a  great  deal  of  Eain.  In  my  passing  the  first 
Passage  I  lost  3  of  my  Anchors  &  2  Cables  among  the  Rockd  &  being  led  into 
a  very  great  Error  by  the  badness  of  Mr.  Dalrymples  Draught  I  miss'd  my 
Passage  to  Sooloo  &  after  having  got  to  the  Northward  of  the  Island  of  Minda- 
nao I  was  forced  by  the  stress  of  Weather  &  strong  Currents  thro'  a  Passage 
among  the  Phillipine  Islands  at  the  extream  hazard  of  the  Loss  of  both  ship 
it  Cargoe,  &  all  our  Lives  several  times  the  8th.  of  October  I  clear'd  the  Philli- 
pines  &  got  safe  into  the  South  Seas  having  lost  all  my  Anchors  but  one  & 
about  a  Cable  &  a  half  left  &  Arrived  safe  at  Macao  the  29th.  of  October  on  my 
departure  from  Canton  I  have  left  some  Instructions  made  from  my  own 
Remarks  as  also  the  ships  Tracks  with  the  Soundings  &  Shoals  laid  down 
from  the  same  thinking  that  if  a  ship  is  sent  there  next  season  they  will  find 
them  of  service  especially  if  they  are  dispatch'd  sooner  in  the  season,  I  remain

Instructions  for  sailing  through  the  Passage  round  the  North  end  of  Borneo 
between  the  Islands  of  Banque  &  Balaba  towards  Sooloo  &  through  the 
PhilHpines  to  the  N°.  ward  of  the  Island  Mindanao  into  the  South  Seas  from 
the  Westward  in  the  Month  of  September. 

After  having  made  the  N°.  end  of  Borneo  bearing  about  E.N.E.  &  laying  in 
the  Lattd.  of  6°.  31'  $  g000"  Observances  which  is  readily  known  by  a  very 
high  Mountain  call'd  St.  Peters  Mount  near  the  N°.ermost  Extream  which 
ends  with  a  Bluff  Point  not  very  high,  off  which  lies  3  small  low  woody  Islands 
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come  no  nearer  the  Shore  then  6  or  7  Leags.  (for  within  that  Distance  you  ii 
find  very  irregular  soundings  with  great  overfalls  of  hard  Correl  Rock's) 
then  haul  away  to  the  Northward  till  the  N°.  end  of  Borneo  bears  E*.  or  E  ^s 
you  may  then  Steer  away  about  N.N.E*.  6  or  7  Leags.  when  you  will  make  3  or 
4  more  Islands  the  Largest  of  them  having  a  high  Peak  on  it  (towards  the  W*. 
end)  like  a  sugar  Loaf  whose  top  inclines  to  the  E*.  ward  when  you  are  to  the 
N°.  ward  of  it,  this  Island  is  call'd  Banque.  You  must  leave  all  these  Islands 
on  the  Starbd.  hand  or  to  the  Eastward  of  you,  off  the  two  first  of  these  Islands 
you'll  have  regular  soundings  for  4  or  5  Leags.  in  38  or  40  Fm.  Water  soft 
Muddy  Ground  6  or  7  Miles  off  Shore  but  you'll  soon  fall  into  Rocky  Ground 
again;  When  Banguey  bears  E3N  you  may  Steer  away  N.E.  till  you  make  three 
more  small  low  Woody  Islands  nearly  together  keeping  between  20  &  30  Fm. 
all  course  Rocky  Ground,  at  the  same  time  you'll  see  a  large  Island  to  the  N°. 
ward  of  you  call'd  Balaba  having  a  small  Island  off  the  S^E*.  end  of  it.  Having 
made  these-  Islands  plain  steer  right  away  for  the  N°.  ermost  of  the  three  small 
Islands  giving  it  a  birth  of  about  3  Mile  till  it  bears  about  E3S°.  then  haul 
close  round  it  for  as  you  pass  it  the  Body  of  it  bearing  from  S°.  to  W*.  S°.  W*. 
you  may  come  within  a  Mile  of  it  carrying  from  22  Fm.  to  35  Fm.  Rocky  Ground 
&  back  to  20  Fm.  fine  white  Sand,  you  must  observe  there  runs  a  spit  of  Sand 
of  about  \  a  Mile  from  the  East  Part  of  this  Island  towards  the  South  East 
I  judge  this  Island  in  the  Lattitude  of  7°.  33'  N°.  when  the  body  of  this  Island 
bears  S°.  W  3  W.  2  Miles  \  or  3  Miles  you  have  only  5  Fm.  Correl  Rocky 
Ground  &  5  or  6  Miles  N  3  FA  from  the  No. ermost  part  of  the  Island  lies  the 
Head  of  a  white  sand  Bank  dry  at  low  water  stretching  away  to  the  Eastward 
9  or  10  Miles  &  from  this  sand  quite  over  to  Balaba  is  full  of  Correl  Banks 
with  very  irregular  overfall:  as  from  3  or  4  Fm.  to  14  or  16  Fm.  If  it  should 
so  happen  that  you  should  have  Occasion  to  work  to  Windward  betweeen  Bangue 
&  Balaba  you  must  take  great  care  that  the  lead  is  kept  going  very  quickly  & 
as  soon  as  you  fall  into  20  or  19  Fm.  on  the  Balaba  side  put  about  immediately 
otherwise  in  two  or  three  casts  of  the  Lead  you  are  in  6  or  7  Fm.  &  towards 
Banguey  put  about  in  the  same  depth  if  you  are  pretty  near  the  three  small 
woody  Islands,  for  then  you'll  not  be  above  3  Ms.  from  a  Reef  of  Rocks  stretch- 
ing from  them  almost  over  to  Bangue  but  if  you  are  3  Leags.  to  W*.  ward  of 
them  you  may  stand  into  16  or  17  Fm.  with  safety  you  will  find  overfalls  all 
the  way  athwart  the  Channel  &  from  side  to  side  it  is  all  hard  Rocky  Ground 
of  different  colour 'd  Correl  &  we  found  a  strong  current  setting  to  the  East- 
ward. From  these  three  Islands  we  run  N.  81  E*.  Distance  46  making 
66  Meridional  Distance  when  we  made  St.  Miguels  Islands  bearing 
E3.  No.  4  or  5  Leag3.  they  being  small  &  a  Bank  of  Correl  Rocks  running 
out  to  the  W*.  Ward  &  N°.  ward  of  them  for  5  or  6  Leag8.  &  on  some 
parts  of  it  there  is  Breakers  also  the  W*.  ermost  part  very  irregular 
sounding  which  renders  them  extreamly  dangerous  provided  you  dont  keep 
a  very  good  look  out  at  the  mast  head  &  have  recourse  to  your  Lead  often 
for  the  greater  certainty  of  being  out  of  danger.  If  you  find  yourself  on 
the  Bank  by  hauling  away  5  or  6  Leags.  to  the  N.N.W*.  you  clear  it  &  may 
stand  away  to  the  Eastward  &  so  to  the  Southward  by  degrees  making  your 
Lead  your  Principle  guide  &  when  you  are  clear  of  these  Islands  which  lay 
in  the  Latitude  of  about  7.40  N°.  haul  away  to  the  S°E*.  ward  till  you  are  in 
the  Latte.  of  6.50  N°.  or  1°.  &  having  made  1°.  48  E*.  Meridional  Distant 
from  S*.  Miguels  you'll  make  two  small  Islands  very  near  each  other  the  S°. 
ermost  one  being  a  single  peaked  Hummock  &  the  other  a  roundish  Hummock 
(which  are  call'd  the  Hares  Ears)  also  at  the  same  time  you'll  see  a  large 
Island  with  very  high  land  bearing  E-|,N.  or  E3N  which  is  part  of  the  Island 
of  Mindanao,  between  it  &  the  Hares  Ears  lays  the  Passage  to  Sooloo  for  to 
the  S°.  ward  &  S°.W*.  ward  of  the  Hares  Ears  as  you  stand  towards  them  you 
make  some  low  land  full  of  trees  with  Shoals  and  Breakers  to  appearance  very 
dangerous.  If  you  should  not  be  able  to  fetch  Sooloo  &  be  obliged  to  bear  away 
for  China  provided  the  S0.Wt.  Monsoon  still  continues  to  blow  among  Islands 
There  is  a  good  Passage  through  the  Phillipines  but  to  strangers  the  E*. ermost 
1762-63— 9a 
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part  will  appear  some  what  dangerous  thro  the  Excessive  strong  Currents  or 
tides  rather  &  the  Number  of  Islands  we  was  forced  thro  it  (by  them  after 
having  been  led  into  a  very  great  Error  by  the  Draught  given  to  us  for  a  guide) 
being  off  the  Hares  Ears  you  may  haul  away  N.N.E.  to  N.E.  untill  you  are  in 
the  Latitude  of  8.  45.  N°.  when  you  will  make  2  small  Islands  low  &  Woody 
about  6  or  7  Miles  off  shore  you  may  stand  between  these  &  the  Main  of  Mindanao 
finding  no  ground  at  40  Fm.  within  1%  Mile  of  the  W*.  ermost  one  &  the  same 
over  towards  Mindenao  about  the  time  you  make  these  Islands  if  the  Weather 
is  tolerably  clear  you  make  the  Islands  of  Negr[...]es  &  Fuogos  to  the  N°.ward

ermost  part  bearing  E.3.N°.  (if  it  is  very  clear)  about  28  or  30  Leags.  for  which 
steer  away  &  you'll  find  it  to  be  the  Island  of  Comaquin  near  the  Coast  of 
Mindanao  (having  a  small  Island  off  the  El.  end  of  it)  it  is  very  high  Land  & 
steep  too,  when  you  are  passing  this  Island  you'll  make  the  Islands  of  Lima- 
sava,  Leyte  &  Panaon  with  the  N°.  ermost  part  of  Mindanao  bearing  about 
N.E.3.E.  laying  in  the  Latt.  of  9.  40  N°.  &  above  4  to  the  Eastward  of  the 
Hares  Ears  you  must  steer  then  for  the  channel  between  Panaon  &  Mindanao 
being  only  about  6  or  7  Miles  wide  Leaving  the  Island  of  Limasava  on  the 
Larbd.  hand  or  to  the  N°.  ward  of  you  after  you  are  in  this  Channel  haul  round 
Panaon  till  you  make  the  Island  of  Leyte  to  the  E*.  ward  of  Panon  (which 
runs  from  a  high  peaked  Mountain  singly  terminating  in  a  low  point  running 
to  the  E*.  ward  some  part  of  it  a  fine  Open  Country)  bearing  N°.  or  N3  W1. 
after  you  are  up  to  this  point  which  lies  in,  about  the  Latitude  of  10.  18  N°. 
steer  away  about  N.N.E.  untill  you  are  up  into  to  10°.  33°.  N°.  when  you'll  have 
the  Passage  fairly  open  to  the  South  Seas  leaving  Omontrone  Soloan  &  2  other 
small  Islands  on  the  Larbd.  Hand  &  Linago  with  a  whole  Chain  of  Islands 
reaching  quite  away  &  falling  in  with  Mindanao  in  the  Latitude  of  9.  35  N°. 
when  you  are  between  Panaon  &  Mindanao  you'll  make  2  small  Islands  one 
right  a  head  &  the  other  10  or  11  Miles  to  the  Southward  of  it  now  the  only 
Soundings  that  we  struck  was  by  hauling  between  the  S°. ermost  one  &  the 
Tsland  of  Mindanao  where  you'll  find  a  small  Spanish  Settlement  off  which  is 
good  Anchoring  Ground  provided  you  get  quite  up  to  the  top  of  the  Bay 
otherwise  you  cant  ride  at  an  Anchor  for  the  strength  of  the  Tides  which  runs 
at  the  rate  13  or  14  Knots  sometimes  coming  on  in  EdrHes  &  foul  Grounds.

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs 

I  deem  it  a  duty  incumbent  on  me  to  lay  before  you  some  Remarks  on 
Captain  Tanners  Letter  &  Instructions,  sent  to  you  from  China,  in  the 
former  where  of  he  ascribes  his  not  reaching  Sooioo  to  the  badness  of  the 
Draught  with  which  he  was  furnished  at  Madrass.     I  flatter  myself  to  be 
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excused  should  I  be  drawn  in  any  Instance  farther  than  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  shew  that  the  Loss  of  his  Passage  to  Sooloo  could  not  be  owing  entirely 
to  the  Incorrectness  of  that  Draught. 

It  seems  to  be  allowed  by  the  best  astronomers,  that  the  Lattitudes  at  Sea, 
cannot  be  ascertain' d  by  the  most  exact  Instruments  &  most  carefull  observa- 
tions nearer  than  3  or  4  an  Error  may  also  arise  in  the  Estimation  of  the  Dis- 
tance of  Places  &  from  other  Sources,  so  that  no  sensible  Persons  will  pretend, 
unless  under  very  particular  circumstances  to  determine  the  Latitudes  nearer 
than  within  a  few  Miles  of  the  Truth.  If  the  Latitudes  are  nearly  exact, 
1  presume,  there  can  be  little  room  for  Objection,  that  a  Chart,  on  so  small 
a  scale  as  one  Inch  to  a  Degree,  is  very  incorrect,  since  it  is  well  known  there 
is  no  Data  for  determining  the  Mer.  Distance  precisely. 

In  the  following  Table  the  Latitudes  of  the  several  Places  in  which  the 
Royal  Captain  was  concern'd,  are  expressed  according  to  the  Chart  given  that 
Ship  at  Madrass  &  from  the  result  of,  my  own  Observations  since  there  is  also 
a  Column  of  the  Difference  between  them  &  of  Captain  Tanners  Latitude.

It  appears  by  the  above  Table  that  the  Latitude  in  the  Draught  left  here 
were  exact  enough  in  general  &  in  none  so  devious  as  to  account  for  Captain 
Tanners  Mistake.  The  Difference  between  Banguey  By  Captain  Tanners 
Lattitude  &  mine  is  21 — that  of  the  N°.  end  of  Borneo  30.  As  I  have  had  many 
venture  to  affirm  the  Error  in  Captain  Tanners  Draught  is  very  considerable 
Observations,  as  well  to  the  Northward  as  Southward  of  these  Lands  Altho  I 
could  not  maintain  the  Exactitude  of  my  Lattitude:  to  a  mile  I  will 
venture  to  affirm  the  Error  in  Captain  Tanners  Draught  is  very  considerable 
to  confirm  which  many  circumstances  may  be  urged.  He  describes  Kuncy 
Balloo  or  M*.  St.  Pedro  to  be  near  the  N°.  Point  of  Borneo  tho  it  be  20  Leags. 
to  the  southward.  He  lays  down  3  low  woody  Isles  off  that  Point  which  do  not 
exist;  There  is  indeed  one  small  Islot  or  pretty  high  rock,  with  a  few  Bushes 
on  it,  near  the  Point  but  this  does  not  answer  to  his  Description.  I  am  inclined 
to  immagine  his  three  Islands  to  be  Mantannane  and  that  he  was  at  too  great 
a  Distance  to  distinguish  it  to  be  one  only.  If  we  may  be  allowed  to  judge 
from  the  result  of  Bearings,  taken  with  Knights  Compass  from  15  Stations 
and  regulated  by  a  Base  measur'd  ashore,  His  Draught  of  the  N°.  Part  of 
Borneo  Banguey  &ca.  has  no  similitude  to  the  Land  upon  the  whole  it  is  evi- 
dent he  was  never  near  enough  to  determine  the  Latitude  of  the  N°.  part  of 
Borneo  which  he  must  have  been,  had  he  follow'd  his  Instructions,  wherein  he 
was  directed  to  Banguey  at  which  Place  Pilots  for  him  were  then  lying  nor 
does  his  Assertion  of  the  Impossibility  of  this  hold  good  as  the  Draught  he  had 
is  sufficiently  exact  of  Maloodoo  Bay  where  he  might  have  been  under  Shelter. 
His  Track  shews  he  never  attempted  making  Abai. 

The  situation  of  Simanah  an  N°.  End  by  his  Draught  is  N.E.  by  his 
Instructions  N3E5  or  6  from  Salingsingan  the  Latitude  of  which  according 
to  his  Observance  &  mine  agrees  pretty  nearly.  I  am  persuaded  the  Distance 
between  them  will  be  found  considerably  more,  however  I  do  not  enter  into  a 
discussion  of  this  strait,  as  it  is  not  meant  to  compare  Captn.  Tanners  Draught 
with  others  he  never  saw. 
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Captain  Tanners  great  .Mistake  appears  to  me  to  have  been  steering 
ENE  after  passing  Salingsingam,  instead  of  an  East  or  more  Southerly 
Course,  this  carried  him  to  the  Islands  of  Manook  Manookan  &ca.  (which  he 
calls  S*.  Miguel)  instead  of  getting  Sight  of  Cagayan  Sooloo.  This  was  the 
more  inexcusable  as  the  Draught  he  had  mention' d  a  report  of  many  Shoals 
extending  from  these  Islands  to  Cawely.  The  Sooloos  who  made  Signals  to  his 
Boat  from  Salingsingan,  but  could  not  prevail  on  them  to  come  there,  informed 
me  at  Sooloo  of  this  Course  he  stood  &  the  fatal  Consequences  they  dreaded 
from  it. 

His  possitive  Assertion  that  it  is  necessary  to  pass  to  the  Eastward  of  the 
Hares  Ears  to  reach  Sooloo,  I  take  upon  me  to  contradict  from  Experience  for 
tho'  there  is  a  very  dangerous  Shoal  off  Sallecoolakit  where  the  Griffin 
Struck,  yet  there  is  an  open  sea  to  the  westward,  about  30  broad,  between 
these  &  the  Banks  to  the  Eastward  of  Tiomabal  &  Tubigan.  Going  to  Sooloo  last 
year,  the  winds  being  much  Southerly  I  could  not  weather  Pangootaran  &  was 
therefore  obliged  to  go  to  the  Eastward  of  Tubigan  the  Soundings  indeed,  when 
we  first  got  Ground  were  from  40  to  12  Fm.  was  the  least  Water  our  Boat 
could  find,  &  to  the  Eastward  it  is  generally  deeper. 

I  flatter  myself  to  have  shewn  that  Captain  Tanners  losing  his  Passage 
to  Sooloo  could  not  have  been  owing  to  the  badness  of  the  Draughts  he  had,  This 
1  know,  It  was  found  sufficient,  to  direct  the  London.  I  beg  to  be  indulged 
with  Permission  to  add  the  recital  of  a  few  Circumstances  regarding  that 
Draught  which  appear  to  me  of  some  Consequence  to  vindicate  me  from  any 
unjust  Insinuation. 

This  Draught  was  in  great  measure  of  Places  I  had  never  visited,  so  that 
its  Incorrectness  could  not,  I  persuade  myself,  be  any  Instance  of  Negligence 
in  me,  nor  give  room  for  Imputation  unless  I  had  warranted  its  Exactitude;  So 
far  from  this.  It  was  remarked  on  the  Draught  that  It  was  only  meant  to 
convey  some  Idea  of  this  quarter  not  described  in  any  other  Draught^  &  was  not 
implicity  to  be  relied  on. 

I  had  with  much  Trouble  collected  Information  of  the  Northern  parts  of 
Borneo  from  the  most  intelligent  of  the  Sooloos  &  finding  their  Reports 
extremely  different  from  the  European  Draughts  I  composed  one  from  their 
information  The  Latitude:  of  Sooloo  I  had  myself  determined  pretty  exactly 
by  frequent  Observations  in  1761  &  had  laid  down  the  adjoining  Islands  to 
the  Northward  from  Bearings  I  had  then  taken,  these  I  have  since  found  were 
exact  enough  to  explain  the  Passage  which  was  all  I  had  in  view. 

Returning  from  Manila  in  Decr.  1761  I  thought  to  determine  the  Lati- 
tude of  the  Islands  which  from  the  Passage  between  the  Philipines  &  Borneo, 
would  be  a  matter  of  great  Consequence  to  the  Ship  intended  for  Sooloo;  & 
accordingly  ran  down  along  the  West  Coast  of  Palawan  &  had  an  Opportunity 
of  determining  pretty  exactly,  the  Latitudes  of  Banguey  &  Balabac  tho'  the 
want  of  a  Boat  &  other  reasons,  not  necessary  here  to  be  recited,  prevented  me 
from  examining  the  Channel  &  adjoining  Coasts  of  Borneo. 

The  Draught  composed  from  the  reports  of  the  Sooloos,  made  the  Lati- 
tude of  Banguey  &  Balabac,  very  different  from  what  I  found  them  by  Obser- 
vation, but  Whether  this  arose  from  an  Error  in  the  Bearings  or  Distance,  was 
a  Matter  not  easily  to  be  determined.  My  run  from  Manila  &  the  general 
Trenching  of  Palawan  Sl0.  instead  of  S°.  (as  the  Spanish  Draughts  represented 
it)  inclined  me  to  the  Latter  Opinion.  The  time  the  Sooloos  reported  to  be  in 
coming  from  Banguev,  seemed  to  contradict  this  &  confirm  the  former  being 
erroneous.  In  this  Draught  I  was  guided  by  my  run  from  Manila  but  there 
was  a  cautionary  Mem0,  on  it  in  these  Words.  "  It  is  imagin'd  the  Distance 
from  Banguey  is  not  near  so  great,  as  here  represented,  to  Sooloo  "  What  more 
could  have  been  done  without  Presumption? 

As  I  only  meant  by  this  Address  to  vindicate  myself  from  very  unjust 
Imputation,  I  hope  to  be  excused  the  Liberty  I  have  taken.     The  Inquietude 
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the  Royal  Captains  loosing  her  Passage  to  Sooloo  has  given  me  is  very  great  & 
perhaps  this  may  have  carried  me  to  a  greater  Length  than  I  ought  at  this  time 
I  relye  on  your  Indulgence  to  forgive  an  Excess  of  this  kind  &  have  the  honour

An  unfortunate  Accident  of  the  Cotton  in  my  Ships  Hold  taking  fire 
detain'd  me  at  Tellicherry  untill  the  19th.  of  last  Month,  when  I  recd.  Orders 
from  the  Chief  &  Factors  to  Proceed  to  Madrass  &  am  extreamly  Sorry  I  have 
Occasion  to  inform  you  that  it  has  not  been  in  my  Power  to  comply  with  them 
from  the  time  of  my  leaving  the  Coast  of  Zeyloan  I  had  Hard  Gales  from  the 
Southward,  on  ye.  28th.  at  Noon  being  by  a  very  accurate  Observation  in  the 
Latitude  of  12.  25.  I  from  that  time  Steer'd  Wd.  that  Night  it  blue  [sic]  very 
Hard  &  in  the  Morning  fell  in  with  Pullicat  woh.  Place  mistaking  for  Sadrass 
bore  away  for  my  destin'd  Port  I  the  readier  gave  into  this  error,  not  having 
found  any  Current  to  the  N°.  ward  before  (although  I  had  constant  Observa- 
tions) &  as  Sadrass  was  the  very  spott  I  had  Reason  to  expect  to  see  first  &  like- 
wise some  Gentleman  on  Board  who  have  Sail'd  on  this  Coast  for  many  Years 
being  Possitive  of  its  being  that  Place  I  did  not  discover  my  mistake  untill  Noon 
when  to  my  great  astonishment  found  the  ship  to  be  36  Miles  to  the  N°.  ward 
of  Madrass, immediately  stood  in  shore  &  drop'd  my  Anchor,  The  Wind  blowing 
fresh  part'd  my  Cable  &  drove  too  near,  the  Armegon  Shoals  to  think  of  bring- 
ing up  again  was  therefore  Oblig'd  to  stand  off  the  Wind  increasing  so  much 
as  to  bring  me  under  my  Courses  before  Night  was  forc'd  to  continue  under 
Sail,  from  that  time,  not  withstanding  my  utmost  Efforts  to  get  to  S°.ward  was 
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drove  by  the  Rapidity  of  the  Currents  (which  generally  exceeded  40  Miles  a 
day)  into  the  Latitude  of  15.  30.  in  the  space  of  five  days,  upon  consulting  my 
Officer  I  found  them  with  myself  unanimously  of  Opinion  that  it  would  be 
impossible  to  regain  the  Latitude  of  Madrass  without  streching  over  to  the 
E.  &  Crossing  the  Line,  but  this  undertaking  I  thought  very  inconsistant  with 
the  Compys.  Interest  having  a  full  Cargoe  for  China,  &  the  Stores  for  Madrass 
being  too  inconsiderable  to  risque  my  Passage  to  that  Place  which  would  be 
the  Probable  Consequence  of  such  an  Attempt  Mazulipatam  being  under  my 
Lee  the  most  Prudent  Step  I  now  could  take  appear 'd  to  me  &  my  Officers  to  be 
the  securing  that  Port  from  whence  I  could  inform  you  of  my  Situation  &  like- 
wise easily  reach  the  Streights  of  Malacca  during  the  Western  Monsoon. 

1  arrived  here  yesterday  &  shall  immediately  get  my  Ship  Water' d  &  Ready 
for  the  Sea  &  to  receive  what  you  may  Please  to  send  I  now  wait  your  Orders 
how  to  Proceed,  Inclos'd  is  an  Acco*.  of  every  thing  on  Board  the  Britannia 
either  for  the  Company  or  Squadron  As  1  can  have  the  Satisfaction  to  assure 
you  that  my  misfortune  proceed' d  from  no  neglect  or  want  of  Assiduity  in 
me  but  from  a  number  of  concurring  circumstances  which  as  they  were  not 
foreseen  could  not  be  prevented  I  flatter  myself  my  Conduct  will  meet  with 
your  aprobation  which  that  it  may  ever  do  is  the  Study  of

Honble  Sir  &  Sirs, 

The  Eoyal  George  having  received  a  full  Cargo  for  Europe  was  dispatch'd 
from  Town  the  18th.  Ultimo  but  in  her  way  down  the  River,  Missing  Stays, 
she  was  unfortunately  driven  upon  the  Gillingham  Sand  where  she  lay  several 
Days,  &  was  in  the  utmost  Danger  of  being  totally  lost,  however,  by  the  staving 
her  water  &  otherways  lightning  her  she  was  got  off,  but  received  so  much 
Damage,  that  she  was  obliged  to  return  to  Town  to  get  repaired. 

The  Ashburnham,  being  fully  loaden  for  Europe,  her  Dispatches  were 
aiso  sent  down  to  her  at  the  same  time  but  the  Violence  of  Southerly  Winds 
have  prevented  her  moving  from  Ingerlee. 

The  Boscawen  &  Osterly  having  received  on  board  as  much  Rice  as  the 
Weather  would  permit  were  dispatch'd  for  your  Presidency  the  4th.  Ultimo,  but 
by  unfavorable  Winds  cou'd'not  leave  Ingerlee  till  near  the  End  of  the  Month 
&  then  meeting  with  very  blowing  Weather  before  they  were  clear  of  the  Sands 
lost  most  of  their  anchors  &  Cables  which  obliged  them  to  put  back  into  the 
River;  As  there  are  no  proper  Cables  to  be  got  here  for  their  Supply  &  the 
Season  is  now  so  far  advanced,  it  will  be  impossible  for  them  to  make  a  second 
Attempt.  We  have  therefore  determined  to  dispatch  them  to  Europe  as  early 
as  possible  next  Season,  &  the  Captains  have  requested  Leave  to  bring  their 
Ships  up  to  Town  to  prepare  them  for  the  Voyage. 

We  purpose  delivering  the  Royal  George  &  Ashburnham  their  Dispatches 
again  as  soon  as  the  Season  will  permit  &  we  compute  we  shall  have  for  next 
Season,  full  Cargoes  for  five  Ships,  of  the  Boscawen  &  Osterly  will  be  two. 
Tf  therefore  after  allowing  three  Ships  of  the  present  year  to  be  dispatch'd  by 
us  &  reserving  besides,  so  much  Tonnage  as  you  can  provide  for  on  the  coast 
more  ships  shou'd  come  out  this  season  consign' d  to  Coast  &  Bay  than  can  be 
return'd  upon  this  Computation,  you  may  dispatch  the  Surplus  Ships  to  China 
in  the  Room  of  the  Boscawen  &  Osterly  which  will  prevent  our  Honble  Masters 
suffering  any  Loss  of  Demurage  by  those  Ships  being  forced  back  into  the 
River. 

Accompanying  you  will  receive  a  Packet  Address 'd  to  the  Court  of  Direct- 
ors which  We  request  may  be  forwarded  by  the  first  opportunity  from  your 
Place  or  Bombay.  It  is  a  Third  Copy  of  our  Advices  by  the  Royal  George  & 
Ashburnham  With  our  next  We  shall  send  you  a  fourth  Copy.  We  likewise 
transmit  you  Triplicates  of  our  Letters  by  the  Ship's  Boscawen  &  Osterly. 
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If  you  can  possibly  procure  us  some  Europe  or  Coir  Cables  from  18  to  21 
Inches,  We  desire  you  will  forward  them  to  us  with  the  utmost  Expedition,  as 
we  have  not  one  in  our  Stores  of  that  Dimension  &  are  in  great  want  of  them 
to  supply  the  Europe  Ships.

We  had  the  Pleasure  of  writing  to  you  under  date  of  the  18th.  of  October 
$1  Royal  George  on  which  Ship  embarked  Samuel  Ardley  Esqr. 

By  advices  from  the  Streights  of  Sunda  we  have  received  the  agreable 
news  that  the  French  Squadron  under  the  Command  of  Monsieur  Johannes, 
had  sailed  16th  Octr.  Ult.  from  Princes  Island,  for  Mauritius,  that  the  Royal 
George  passed  Bantam  Point  the  5th.  Novr.  &  Grosvenor  was  entering  the 
Streights  the  15tk.  of  Octr.  bound  to  Canton  by  the  Pitt's  passage. 

The  Earl  Temple  not  having  deviated  from  the  Voyage  intended  her  by 
Mr.  Ardley,  imported  here  the  27tlj,  Decr.  she  has  come  into  this  port  in  a 
very  bad  condition  &  upon  an  inspection  she  proves  so  defective,  that  we  have 
been  obliged  to  send  her  to  Batavia  to  be  thoroughly  repair'd,  &  if  no  unfore- 
seen difficulties  arise,  we  purpose  sending  her  to  China  agreable  to  the 
Company's  Intentions. 

The  lowness  of  our  Cash,  and  tbe  inevitable  charges  that  must  attend  the 
repairing  the  Earl  Temple  computed  at  least  at  $30,000  Thirty  thousand 
Spanish  Dollars  has  induced  us  to  send  John  Herbert  Esqr.  to  Batavia  to  raise 
money  there  on  Credit,  for  which  purpose,  &  to  afford  us  a  supply  in  Case  our 
Ships  should  meet  with  any  Accident,  we  have  granted  that  Gentleman  Letters 
of  Credit  for  the  amount  of  $60,000  Sixty  thousand  Spanish  Dollars,  &  we 
are  to  request  that  your  Honor  &ca.  Council  will  except  [sic]  of  such  Drafts 
as  he  may  make  on  you  upon  that  Account. 

Messrs.  Carter  &  Nairne  having  offer'd  to  lend  the  Company  some  Gold 
in  the  present  exigencies,  we  have  accepted  it  on  Condition  that  the  said  gold 
should  be  assay' d  at  Batavia  &  proper  Certificates  together  with  the  Assay 
forwarded  to  your  Honor  &ca.  Council,  &  whatever  the  Value  of  the  Assay 
may  be  at  your  Mint  we  have  agree' d  to  determine  the  price  of  it  &  as  the 
Company  take  upon  themselves  the  risk  from  the  time  of  weighing  it,  they 
have  agreed  to  allow  a  deduction  of  Two  '$  Cent  we  have  therefore  to  desire 
ycu  will  adjust  the  same  &  pay  the  true  Value  of  it  as  follows:

will  dispose  of  the  Pepper  here,  but  should  no  orders  arrive  thereon  &  the 
Temple  import  here  in  proper  time  we  hope  to  be  able  to  give  her  a  Lading.

This  serves  to  convey  to  your  Honor  &ca.  a  Letter  from  the  President 
&  Council  of  Fort  Marlbro,  as  also  two  Packets  received  by  the  Saubat  Jong 
from  the  Deputy  Governor  of  Manilha  which  Containing  matters  of  Conse- 
quence they  have  desired  me  to  forward  by  the  most  speedy  Conveyance  possible, 
I  therefore  dispatch  it  to  you  Express  by  the  Honble  Company's  Sloop  Sea 
Nymph,  Captain  Atenton,  as  I  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  wait  longer,  and 
send  at  last  by  a  foreign  Conveyance. 

In  my  Passage  hither  in  the  Earl  Temple  from  Fort  Marlbro  I  spoke  with 
the  Valentine,  Captain  William  Fernel  bound  for  that  Port,  having  before 
touch'd  at  this  Place,  By  her  I  received  orders  from  my  Honble  Masters  also 
many  private  Letters  for  your  Honor  &  Presidency,  &  that  of  Fort  William  & 
Bombay,  they  are  likewise  forwarded  herewith,  &  I  hope  by  this,  the  said  ship 
Valentine  is  about  sailing  from  the  West  Coast  with  a  Cargo  of  Pepper  for 
China. 
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The  Repairs  of  the  Earl  Temple  being  absolutely  refused,  and  the  Condi- 
tion she  was  in,  two  [sic]  bad  for  her  to  proceed  to  the  Malabaar  Coast, 
agreable  to  my  Orders,  together  with  many  other  Circumstances,  have  made 
me  resolve  to  dispatch  her  for  Manilha  time  enough  I  hope  to  save  this  season 
from  China. 

Herewith  you  will  please  to  Receive  the  Assay  Masters  Certificate  of  the 
touch  of  the  Gold  purchased  of  the  Owners  of  the  Chitigong  Snow,  and  Samuel 
Ardley  Esqr.  as  also  one  half  Ounce  of  each  Parcel  with  proper  marks  thereon, 
for  your  better  Government  in  Checking  the  Assay  &  for  Liquiditating 
that  Account  with  the  Proprietors.  The  Price  of  that  Article  is  much  fallen 
in  Batavia,  &  the  Honble  Company  must  Sustain  a  Considerable  loss  by  that 
purchase,  arising  from  there  being  no  other  Purchasers,  but  the  Dutch  Com- 
pany themselves. 

Having  received  orders  from  the  Honble  Court  of  Directors  under  date 
the  4th.  June  1762  by  their  Ship  Valentine  to  Continue  my  residence  at  Batavia 
and  that  they  had  desired  of  your  Honor  &  the  other  Presidencys  to  furnish 
me  with  what  Information  &  hints  you  should  from  time  to  time  think  neces- 
sary for  my  Goverment,  I  take  the  first  opportunity  of  acquainting  you  that 
the  General  &  Council  of  this  place  have  refused  to  Permit  any  Person  here 
as  Resident  for  the  Honble  Company,  I  find  myself  therefore  under  the  dis- 
agreable  Necessity  of  proceeding  as  soon  as  possible  to  make  the  proper  Demon- 
strances  on  this  subject  to  Admiral  Cornish,  thinking  that  when  I  have  laid 
before  him  the  orders  of  my  honble  Masters,  he  will  back  &  strengthen  their 
applications  by  the  authority  with  which  is  invested,  as  Commander  Chief  of 
his  Britanick  Majesty's  squadrons  in  India,  &  I  hope  also  to  Demonstrate 
Clearly  to  him  that  there  never  was  a  Period  of  time  when  there  was  a  more 
Immediate  occasion  for  an  English  Resident  than  the  Present. 

The  ship  Plassey  being  in  a  very  bad  Condition,  I  am  now  repairing  her 
&  propose  taking  my  passage  in  her  as  soon  as  she  possibly  can  be  ready  to 
proceed  to  the  West  Coast,  which  I  Conclude  will  be  about  the  20th.  of  June.

I  have  the  misfortune  to  acquaint  you  of  the  Loss  of  the  Honble  Com- 
panys  Ship  Walpole,  which  was  taken  in  Sight  of  Ceylon  the  20th.  September 
1762,  By  three  French  Men  of  War,  under  the  Command  of  Monsieur  Pelleire 
in  the  L'Vengeur  of  66  Guns  750  Men,  the  other  two  being  the  Conde  of  54 
Guns  650  Men,  Captain  Debelsme  &  the  Fidelle  of  36  Guns  200  Men  Captain 
JRoche,  on  the  23d.  they  fell  in  with  a  large  English  Ship,  who  began  to  engage 
them  in  a  running  fight,  but  the  French  in  a  very  short  time  thought  proper  to 
quit  the  Chace  &  inform' d  me  they  knew  her  to  be  the  Chatham  of  50  Guns, 
alledging  their  having  very  Particular  orders  not  to  engage  Men  of  War,  if 
they  could  any  ways  avoid  it,  as  it  might  be  a  means  of  preventing  them  from 
persevering  in  their  intended  Expedition,  whch  I  learn  was  as  follow' s  (they 
having  held  a  Council)  that  on  their  quitting  the  Station  of  Ceylon,  they  were 
to  cruiz  of  Point  Palmeris  in  the  Bay  of  Bengal  from  thence  to  attack  some 
of  our  small  Settlements  in  India  having  Mortars  &  all  other  Materials  on 
board,  necessary  for  Carrying  on  a  Seige,  this  was  confirm' d  at  the  Island  of 
Mauritius,  were  I  arrived  in  the  prize  the  5th.  of  November  I  likewise  learnt 
that  a  French  Frigate  call'd  the  Diligence,  in  September  last  intercepted 
a  Letter  wrote  by  the  Governor  of  Tellichery  to  the  Commander  of  the  Medway 
who  was  then  in  sight  of  Tellichery  setting  forth  that  Admiral  Cornish  and 
Colonel  Draper  with  7  Sail  of  the  Line,  &  2000  European  Land  Forces  Sailed 
from  Madras  in  the  Month  of  August,  on  an  Expedition  to  Manilha,  with 
orders  for  the  Medway  to  join  them  as  soon  as  possible. 

There  are  Six  Sail  of  French  Men  of  War,  which  I  have  great  reason  to 
imagine  are  intended  to  cruize  off  or  attack  S*.  Helena,  their  names  as  follows. 
The  Fortune  64  Guns  650  Men,  on  board  of  which  was  Mr.  S*.  George,  but  now 
commanded  by  Mr.  Seville,  the  Count  D'Argenson  64  Guns  600  Men,  the 
Valiant  64  Guns  600,  the  Count  D'Artois  64  Guns  600  Men,  the  Marsiac  28 
Guns  200  Men,  the  Due  de  Choisel  28  Guns  200  Men,  without  the  Death  of 
Mr.  S*.  George  should  make  an  Alteration  as  he  was  Generalissimo  of  both 
land  &  sea  Forces  in  India,  belonging  to  the  King  of  France,  who  departed 
this  Life  the  24th.  of  January  1763,  In  the  Passage  from  the  Island  Maurituis. 

Sir  I  request  you  will  as  soon  as  possible  forward  this  Intelligence  to  all 
your  Governors  in  India  making  it  known  to  all  Commanders  of  the  Honble 
Company's  Ships  you  may  have  an  Opportunity  of  seeing  as  the  Omission  may 
be  attended  with  Great  Loss  &  ill  Conveniencies  to  our  Honble  Masters.  Your 
Compliance  will  very  much  oblige.

We  have  received  your  Favour  of  the  7th.  Ultmo  enclosing  Major  Duffs 
first  Bill  of  Exchange  for  One  thousand  (1000)  Pagodas  on  Major  Munro  which 
has  been  accepted. 

The  late  Arrival  of  the  Windsor  at  your  Place,  it  is  true,  rendered  to  im- 
practicable for  her  to  arrive  here  in  time  to  be  of  any  Assistance  to  the  Ships 
of  this  Season,  but  still  the  Salt  Petre  on  board  of  her  consign'd  to  us  would 
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have  been  of  very  essential  Service  by  enabling  us  to  dispatch  a  Ship  to  Europe 
very  early  in  the  Season,  which  is  the  more  material  as  you  can  always  have 
Supplies  of  this  Article  from  Bengal  much  sooner  than  us,  &  consequently  are 
less  liable  to  be  disappointed;  We  cannot  therefore  help  being  concern' d  at  your 
having  determined  to  land  it,  more  especially,  as  from  what  the  Gentlemen  of 
Bengal  write,  we  have  no  prospect  of  receiving  an  early  supply  next  Season,  & 
may  very  likely  on  that  Account  be  obliged  to  detain  one  of  our  Ships  by  which 
our  Honble  Masters  will  sustain  a  heavy  Loss. 

Your  Letter  to  the  vice  Roy  of  Goa  shall  be  forwarded  in  a  few  Days,  & 
we  shall  also  address  him  on  the  Subject  at  the  same  time. 

Having  been  disappointed  in  the  Supplies  of  Salt  Petre  intended  us  from 
Bengal,  by  the  detention  of  the  Ships  on  Account  of  the  Enemy's  Cruizers  in 
Ballasore  Road  we  were  obliged  to  detain  the  Admiral  Pocock  &  resolve  to  send 
her  with  a  Cargoe  of  Cotton  to  the  Bay,  that  the  Gentlemen  there  might  dis- 
patch her  home  from  thence  or  otherwise  dispose  of  her  as  they  might  judge 
most  for  our  Honble  Masters  Interest.  She  accordingly  now  proceeds,  but  her 
commander  is  order 'd  to  touch  first  at  your  place  to  land  part  of  the  Detach- 
ment of  His  Majesty's  Royal  Regiment  of  Artillery  on  board  of  her  which  being 
perform' d,  you  will  please  to  direct  him  to  prosecute  his  Voyage  to  Bengal.

Harvest  of  Cotton,  which  in  March  Last  when  they  Contracted  an  Investment 
thought  will  be  plenty,  but  it  happened  quite  Contrary  to  their  Expectation, 
for  in  April  last  the  Cotton  yarn  was  sold  at  10  lb.  :^  Pagoda  in  June  it 
reduced  to  7  &  now  at  5|-.  We  Weavers  by  the  Famine  Exhausts  one  half  of 
the  Money  advanced  by  your  Petitioners  for  Cloth  to  their  Food,  &  brings  in

Inclosed  I  have  the  Honor  to  transmit  you  the  Accounts  of  this  Settlement 
for  last  Month.  In  which  you  will  undoubtedly  observe  a  charge  for  the  Diet 
of  Two  Black  Prisoners,  one  since  April  last,  the  other  last  Month  only;  They 
were  both  confined  for  Murder;  the  first  after  having  murder' d  three  people 
at  a  House  in  the  Pettah,  attempted  to  murder  himself,  and  it  was  for  some 
time  thought  he  would  have  died  of  his  wounds  which  was  the  reason  I  did  not 
trouble  you  with  an  Account  of  that  horrible  Fact;  &  a  few  days  ago  by  the 
Carelessness  of  the  Seapoy  Centinel  he  contrived  to  make  his  Escape  &  has  not 
since  been  heard  of.  The  other  is  an  Inhabitant  of  Narsapore  where  being 
intoxicated  with  Liquor  he  vilely  Murder'd  a  Girl  of  about  eight  years  old, 
and  was  secured  by  the  Seapoy  Guard  &  sent  here  a  Prisoner ;  I  examined  him 
on  his  arrival  when  he  made  Confession  of  the  Fact  &  had  no  other  excuse  to 
urge  in  his  defence  than  his  being  in  Liquor  I  do  not  find  that  any  one  was 
present  when  the  Murder  was  committed  I  am  therefore  to  request  your  orders 
concerning  him  as  a  Conveyance  may  probably  soon  happen  for  sending  him 
to  Madrass  to  take  his  Tryal  should  Narsipore  be  considered  within  the  Limits 
of  the  Charter,  which  I  am  in  doubt  about,  There  is  likewise  a  Charge  in  these 
Accounts  for  the  Diet  of  a  French  Prisoner  who  is  a  Lunitick  and  had  been 
turn'd  out  I  imagine  from  some  of  Country  Forts  as  he  was  found  on  the  Island 
of  Devee  with  Fetters  on  his  Legs  &  almost  starved ;  He  was  been  confined  ever 
since  he  was  sent  here  as  he  is  at  times  raving ;  I  thought  Humanity  demanded 
the  care  of  one  in  such  unhappy  Circumstances,  but  I  conclude  you  would  have 
him  sent  to  his  own  Nation  so  soon  as  the  French,  shall  have  establish' d  them- 
selves on  any  part  of  the  Coast,  with  an  Account  of  the  Expence  attending  his 
maintenance  which  will  appear  by  the  Accounts  of  this  place  from  the  month 
of  April  when  he  was  first  sent  in  here. 

As  the  Flag  Staff  which  stood  here  was  placed  within  the  enclosure  belong- 
ing to  the  French  Factory  I  removed  it  on  the  News  of  the  expected  Peace,  & 
as  the  erecting  it  again  in  another  Place  will  be  attended  with  some  Expence 
I  request  your  orders  for  so  doing  &  have  inclosed  as  Estimate  thereof  for  your 
Determination  with  an  Indent  for  some  Europe  Cordage  which  will  be  wanted 
for  that  Purpose. 

There  are  13  Chests  &  40  Barrels  of  Gunpowder  lying  here  which  were 
landed  out  of  the  Brittannia  concerning  which  I  request  your  orders  I  am 
likewise  to  beg  a  Compliance  with  my  Indent  for  Broad  Cloth  forwarded  in 
January  last,  having  received  only  a  few  Pieces  in  part  thereof  by  the  Speed- 
well. 
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On  adjusting  the  Books  of  this  place  ending  the  30th.  April  last  by  com- 
paring the  remains  in  Specie  with  the  remains  fj  Books  there  appear  to  be 
many  articles  Deficient  &  Surplus,  an  Account  Particulars  of  which  are  now 
inclosed  you;  The  former  I  conclude  have  arose  impart  \_sic~]  from  Stores  having 
been  issued  for  the  use  of  the  Garrison  &  not  brought  to  Account  &  impart  [sic] 
from  the  placing  of  Stores  issued  under  Wrong  Heads,  &  mistaking  the 
Names  of  some  for  others  which  will  likewise  account  for  the  many  seeming 
Surplusses  &  as  I  wait  to  make  these  Adjustments  before  I  close  my  Books  I  am 
to  request  your  orders  concerning  them.  I  would  likewise  propose  to  open  a 
Sett  of  Military  Storekeeper's  Books  for  all  Military  Stores,  &  Disbursements 
appurtaining  to  that  Employ,  to  be  kept  in  the  Manner  those  accounts  are  at 
Madrass,  if  it  meets  with  your  Approbation.

Currents  have  driven  her  to  the  Eastward. 

Your  Honor  &  Council  will  doubtless  long  ago,  have  received  Intelligence, 
of  a  Peace  having  taken  place,  which  I  hope  will  revive  the  Commerce  & 
Manufactures  in  this  quarter  of  the  World  The  Havanah  &  Egmont  passed 
for  China  the  Middle  of  last  Month,  the  former  had  a  passage  of  105  days 
from  Portsmouth,  &  the  latter  which  sail'd  in  January  had  touched  at  S4. 
Helena.  The  French  ships  which  were  at  the  Cape,  sail'd  thence,  in  the  Middle 
of  April  for  the  Islands.

a  Vessell  with  the  Supplies  We  have  requested  from  thence,  Salt  we  have  no 
occasion  for  at  present  as  We  have  had  frequent  opportunities  of  purchasing. 

The  Valentine  Captain  Fernell  arrived  here  the  19th.  February,  &  will 
we  hope  be  dispatch'd  for  Canton  the  Middle  of  July  with  a  Loading.

I  am  in  hourly  expectation  of  the  Vessel  with  the  Bales  from  Bandarma- 
lanka  which  shall  be  no  longer  detain' d  than  is  necessary  to  ship  on  board  those 
for  this  Place. 

The  Farm  for  the  Masulipatam  and  Pondracca  Salt  expiring  the  9th.  of 
November,  and  that  for  the  Pettah  Juncan  and  Hydrobad  Customs  the  22d. 
of  last  Month  I  request  to  be  favored  with  your  directions  concerning  the  re- 
letting them  but  your  Honor  &ca.  will  be  pleased  to  permit  me  in  this  Place 
to  remind  you,  That  there  remains  a  considerable  Balance  due  from  the  late 
Farmers  of  the  Ponracca  and  Mazulipatam  Salt,  Towards  the  Payment  of 
which  I  have  before  advised  you  I  had  taken  Possession  of  the  Salt  "they  had 
on  hand,  which  on  Estimation  I  reckoned  might  sell  for  about  twenty  thousand 
Rupees;  and  that  their  debt  amounts  to  upwards  of  thirty  three  thousand.  If 
the  Conditions  the  next  Farm  is  let  on,  are  that  the  Farmer  shall  have  the 
Salt  remaining  on  hand  delivered  to  him  on  receiving  his  Cowle  be  accountable

for  the  Honble  English  Company. 

The  Council  of  Bombay  transmitted  to  me  your  Letter  dated  the  7th.  of 
May  of  this  present  year,  wherein  you  inform  me  that  at  Macao  there  had 
been  Wanting  to  the  Commercial  People  of  the  British  Nation  the  former 
Hospitality  they  had  experienced  there  &  further  that  there  had  been  pub- 
lish'd  in  1763,  an  order  of  the  Senate  under  certain  penalties  that  no  Inhabit- 
ant of  the  said  City  should  let  out  or  rent  their  Houses  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  English. 

For  this  procedure  there  are  subsisting  at  Macao  positive  orders  from  his 
most  Faithful  Majesty  prohibiting  the  admission  of  all  Foreigners  whatsoever 
excepting  in  Cases  of  indispensible  necessity;  the  Cause  or  Motive  for  this 
prohibition  were  the  Excesses  committed  there  by  Foreigners,  of  which  the 
Chinese  complained  with  their  accustomed  Jealousy.  In  process  of  time  the 
execution  of  the  said  orders  were  discontinued  which  the  Chinese  again  insisted 
on,  upon  occasion  of  the  late  dispute  that  arose  at  Canton  with  some  of  the  Euro- 
pean nations  and  as  the  suspecious  Genius  of  the  Chinese  is  very  notorious  it 
can't  be  helped  often  to  Condescend  in  complying  with  their  requests  to  obviate 
greater  dissensions  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  Trade.

Hospitality  as  formerly  be  shewn,  with  all  possible  caution,  Attending  the 
indispensible  demonstrations  of  Friendship  and  alliance  subsisting  between  the 
two  Crowns  of  England  &  Portugal  Wishing  to  convince  the  Noble  Council 
of  my  affection  in  whatever  shall  be  their  pleasure.

I  have  been  duely  honor'd  with  your  Commands  of  the  15th.  &  28*. 
Ultimo. 

The  Success  Snow  with  the  Bales  from  Bandarmalanka  Anchored  in  this 
Road  yesterday  Evening,  but  being  so  very  full  as  not  to  have  room  for  the  Chay 
Goods  from  hence  I  have  taken  out  twenty  four  Bales  of  the  Brown  Cloth  put 
on  board  her  at  Bandarmalanka  which  from  the  backwardness  of  the  Mer- 
chants in  bringing  it  in,  could  not  be  cured  in  time,  and  have  replaced  them  by 
the  like  number  of  Chay  Goods  which  I  judged  would  be  more  acceptable,  so 
that  you  will  receive  by  this  Vessell  which  I  now  dispatch  to  you,  two  hundred  & 
ninety  one  Bales  of  the  Bandarmalanka  Investment,  &  twenty  four  Bales  of 
Chay  Goods  from  this  Place,  in  all  three  hundred  &  fifteen  Bales  as  per 
Invoice's  &  Bill  of  Lading  inclosed.  Your  Honor  &ca.  will  perceive  by  the 
Invoice  of  the  Bales  from  Bandarmalanka  what  part  have  been  provided  on 
the  new  Contract,  as  those  on  the  old  are  particularly  distinguish'd,  and  I 
flatter  myself  the  Cloth  in  general  will  prove  to  your  Satisfaction.  The  quan- 
tity in  [sic\  indeed  far  short  of  what  1  expected  at  the  begining  of  the  Year 
would  have  been  ready  as  the  Merchants  engaged  that  one  half  of  what  they  con- 
tracted for  should  be  delivered  by  the  end  of  July  which  I  then  thought  they 
would  have  complied  with  but  Mr.  Dolben  having  acquainted  me  in  June, 
how  backward  they  were  in  bringing  in  their  Cloth,  and  of  his  appre- 
hensions that  they  would  fall  very  short  of  the  Quantity  they  had  promised. 
I  set  out  immediately  for  Bandarmalanka  to  talk  with  them  on  the  Subject 
and  at  a  meeting  with  them  required  their  Reasons  for  not  having  been 
more  diligent  in  bringing  in  their  Cloth  conformably  to  the  Terms  of  their 
Contract,  they  made  use  of  many  frivolous  excuses  on  this  Occasion  but  built 
Principally  on  the  price  of  Cotton  being  considerably  enhanced  since  the 
beginning  of  the  year  which  was  even  difficult  to  procure  at  any  Rate,  and 
that  the  Dutch  having  greatly  encreased  their  demand  for  Goods  both  fine 
and  ordinary,  and  receiving  any  kind  of  Cloth  without  that  strict  regard  to 
the  Fabrick  as  was  observed  by  us,  the  Weavers  found  more  encouragement 
to  work  for  the  Dutch  Merchants  than  them.  These  last  reasons  carried  some 
weight,  but  in  answer  to  them  I  observed  that  the  Dutch  Merchants  had  not 
always  ready  money  in  their  hands  to  go  to  Market  with,  as  they  received 
a  great  part  of  their  advances  in  Copper  Spices  &  other  Goods  which  was  not 
the  Case  with  them;  That  no  such  Excuses  would  be  taken  for  a  non 
compliance  with  their  Contract,  &  that  if  they  did  not  exert  themselves  in 
compleating  the  Quantity  they  had  engaged  to  deliver  by  the  end  of  January, 
they  would  be  call'd  upon  for  the  Payment  of  the  Penalty  Bond  they  had 
intered  into  for  Pags.  500  in  case  of  a  Non  Performance  of  their  Contract, 
and  be  no  more  employ'd  as  Company's  Merchants,  instead  of  being  distin- 
guished by  some  mark  of  favor  if  they  behaved  themselves  so  as  to  deserve  it. 
They  promised  very  fair,  and  I  am  inclined  to  beleive  will  do  their  best 
jEndeavors  to  fulfill  their  Engagements,  although  I  cannot  flatter  myself 
with  hopes  they  will  succeed,  as  the  ordinary  sortments  of  Cloth  purchased 
by  the  Dutch  are  much  more  expeditiously  manufactured  than  those  we 
receive  &  are  sold  to  them  at  nearly  the  same  prices  we  give  for  ours  although 
of  a  much  inferior  Fabrick,  so  that  the  Weavers  will  consequently  employ 
themselves  in  such  manufactures  as  will  yield  them  the  most  Profit  &  require 
the  least  labor,  &  this  is  a  Disadvantage  our  Merchants  must  be  subject  to 
&  for  which  I  can  see  no  Remedy,  as  very  few  of  the  Weavers  this  way  will 
receive  advantages  from  the  Merchants  for  any  particular  manufacture  of 
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Goods,  but  purchase  the  Cotton  &  make  the  Goods  on  their  own  account,  &.. 
then  carry  them  to  Market,  where  they  sell  them  to  the  best  Bidder,  and  in 
this  manner  is  the  greatest  part  of  the  Investment  in  these  parts  collected. 
The  Merchants  whom  in  my  Address  of  the  19th.  January  I  advised  you  had 
undertaken  the  Contract  for  fine  Goods  &  to  whom  I  had  advanced  5000 
Pagodas  for  the  Provision  of  them,  having  prepared  a  small  quantity  before 
the  Receipt  of  your  observations  on  the  Musters  sent  you,  I  gave  Mr.  Dolben 
orders  to  receive  all  such  from  him  as  he  thought  were  fit  to  be  taken  in  on  the 
Company's  Account,  on  Conditions  that  it  should  be  left  to  your  Honor  &ca. 
either  to  receive  or  reject  them  on  their  arrival  at  Madrass,  as  you  might  see 
proper  And  you  will  accordingly  receive  by  this  Vessell  two  Bales  of  the 
several  assortments  as  |fJ  seperate  Invoice  inclosed  &  the  Merchant  writes  to 
his  Correspondent  to  receive  upon  his  account  all  those  which  you  may  be 
pleased  to  reject.  He  has  not  delivered  any  other  Musters  since  &  declares 
tie  cannot  undertake  to  provide  Goods  of  a  better  Assortment  than  those 
before  sent  on  the  terms  then  proposed. 

The  Chay  Goods  which  come  by  this  Conveyance  will  I  hope  prove  to- 
your  Satisfaction,  they  are  sorted  to  two  Numbers  only,  and  the  Romalls  are 
of  Different  patterns  as  you  directed  &  I  hope  will  please.  Great  Care  has 
been  taken  to  keep  the  Goods  in  general  up  to  the  proper  number  of  Pun j  urns 
(which  are  mark'd  by  threds  at  the  end  of  each  Piece)  as  well  as  to  the 
proper  lengths  &  Breadths,  and  it  will  afford  me  a  very  particular  Pleasure 
to  find  they  meet  with  your  Approbation.  I  have  sent  likewise  by  this  Con- 
veyance one  Bale  of  Gingums  of  Different  Patterns,  which  being  a  new  pro- 
vision, they  run  a  little  unequal  in  their  Lengths  &  Breadths,  &  the  Chay  is  not 
so  Good  as  it  ought  to  be,  but  should  the  Assortments  be  approved  and  thought 
proper  for  the  Europe  Market  these  defects  may  be  remedied   in  future.

Characters  I  shall  give  you  the  best  account  of  I  am  able  as  well  from 
my  own  Knowledge  of  them  as  the  Information  given  me  by  others. 

Mova  Comrauze,  formerly  Renter  of  the  Pettah  Juncan  and  Hydrabad 
Customs,  on  which  account  he  is  still  indebted  to  the  Company  a  considerable 
balance  which  there  is  no  Probability  of  his  being  ever  able  to  pay. 

Reddy  Naigue  and  Gomrauze,  both  Men  of  Substance  and  fair  Characters, 
&  have  always  been  punctual  in  their  Payments. 

Gahen  Labdeen,  a  Moor  Merchant  who  has  been  many  years  an  Inhabitant 
here  bears  a  fair  character  but  in  middling  circumstances. 

Rustum  Ally  Cawn  &  Meer  Said  Hussain — The  former  is  a  Person 
lately  come  to  settle  here,  is  related  to  some  of  the  Principal  Inhabitants 
reckoned  a  Man  of  some  substance  and  of  good  Character.  The  Latter  was 
one  of  the  late  Farmers  of  the  Mazulipatam  &  Ponracca  Salt  is  esteemed 
a  Man  of  very  fair  Character  but  has  been  very  unfortunate. 
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I  am  in  expectation  of  other  Proposals  in  two  or  three  days  from  Ven- 
cataramrauze  the  Muglatore  Rajah,  which  shall  be  forwarded  as  soon  as  I  shall 
receive  them,  but  I  was  unwilling  to  detain  these  any  longer.

Since  our  last  address  to  your  Honor  &ca.  ,^  Ship  Union,  We  have  been 
favour'd  with  your  Letter  dated  the  28th.  Ultimo,  &  shall  carefully  observe 
the  directions  you  therein  give  us. 

We  must  beg  leave  to  represent  to  your  Honor  &ca.  that  finding  all  the 
Company's  Buildings  at  this  place  were  greatly  in  want  of  Repair  we  gave 
orders  to  the  Maistre  Bricklayer  &  Carpenter  to  deliver  us  an  Estimate  of  the 
Expence  attending  it,  which  we  now  enclose  you  and  desire  your  orders  there- 
upon— give  us  leave  to  assure  your  Honor  &ca.  that  it  is  an  Expence  absolutely 
necessary,  as  the  several  Buildings  are  in  a  very  ruinous  condition  &  it  is  a 
doubt  whether  they  will  stand  long  unless  they  are  immediately  repaired.  Since 
the  Estimate  was  made  the  Roofs  of  the  Choultry  adjoining  to  the  New  Hospi- 
tal &  one  of  the  Seconds  Out  Houses  are  fallen  in.  We  also  thought  it  our 
Duty  to  enquire  into  the  State  of  this  Garrison,  which  we  found  deficient  of

Gentlemen 

Agreable  to  your  orders  I  have  taken  a  Servey  of  this  Garrison,  but  before 
I  represent  a  State  of  it,  I  must  first  beg  leave  to  deliver  it  as  my  Opinion  that 
the  Garrison  in  it's  present  Situation  cannot  long  be  defended  against  a  Coun- 
try Power.  The  reasons  on  which  I  ground  my  Opinion  &  the  Several  Addi- 
tions &  Eepairs  to  putt  the  Garrison  in  a  proper  State,  are  as  follows. 

On  the  Fortify'd  Line  from  the  River  West  to  the  East  there  are  22 
Embrascurs,  half  of  which  are  without  Guns. 

The  Battery  to  the  Ferry  to  the  Southward  of  the  Mosque  Hill,  will  want 
3  Guns  when  it  is  repaired,  which  must  be  done,  otherwise  that  Side  of  the 
Town  will  be  entirely  open. 

Between  the  Southward  end  of  the  Companys  Storehouse  and  the  Mosque 
Hill  the  River  is  fordable  and  may  be  passed  by  any  Country  force  without 
opposition  to  prevent  this  as  well  as  secure  all  the  River,  defend  the  Grand 
Magazine  &  all  that  side  of  the  Town,  a  facine  Battery  of  three  Guns  might 
be  erected,  for  a  trifling  Expence. 

When  the  foresaid  Batterys  are  compleated,  the  Fortify'd  Line  fill'd  with 
Guns  &  the  Stores  mentioned  in  the  annex'd  List  in  the  Place,  it  can  be  defended 
against  a  Country  Force  with  the  present  Garrison. 

I  must  also  beg  leave  to  observe  to  you  that  the  Battery  on  the  Point  call'd 
Byer's  Battery  is  only  in  want  of  a  Parapet  &  Embrascurs  which  if  you  think 
necessary  might  be  repaired  for  a  trifle,  and  when  mounted  with  Five  Guns 
wnu'd  be  of  great  Service  to  defend  the  Mouth  of  the  River,  the  East  Side 
of  the  Town  &  all  the  road. 
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You  will  be  pleased  to  give  orders  for  removing  the  Sand  on  both  Sides  the 
fortify'd  Line  to  the  Eastward,  which  the  eddy  of  Wind  throws  up  Continu- 
ally &  renders  that  part  of  the  Fortifications  useless  if  it's  not  kept  always 
clear.

The  Remarks  and  Observations  you  have  been  pleased  to  inclose  me  on 
the  Cloths  from  this  place  shall  you  may  be  assured  be  very  particularly  attend- 
ed to  &  the  Defects  complained  of,  remedied,  as  far  as  may  be  possible. 

I  have  acquainted  Gahin  Labdeen  that , his  Proposals  for  the  Farm  of  the 
Pettah  Juncan  &  Hydrabad  Customs  have  been  accepted  &  he  has  enter'd 
upon  the  Management  of  that  Business.  I  have  likewise  given  the  same  Infor- 
mation to  Rustum  Ally  Cawn  &  Meer  Said  Hussian  whose  proposals  for  the 
Mazulipatam  &  Ponracca  Salt  Farm  you  have  been  pleased  to  accept,  but 
they  decline  acting  as  Managers  till  they  are  acquainted  with  the  Tenor  of 
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the  Cowle  you  shall  be  pleased  to  send  them  giving  for  reason  that  unless  the 
Conditions  on  which  they  proposed  to  rent  this  Farm  are  Assented  to,  they 
cannot  take  Charge  of  it. 

I  have  made  Enquiry  whether  any  other  Person  of  Credit  was  inclined 
to  rent  Narsipore  Town  on  the  same  terms  offer' d  by  Vencataramrauze  the 
Muglatore  Rajah,  but  can  meet  with  no  Bidders  as  the  last  Renter  was  a  con-

being  usued  [sic]  to  get  as  large  a  Quantity  as  possible.  We  shall  write  to 
M1.  Pybus  to  assist  us  with  Cash  towards  carrying  on  our  Investment. 

Your  honor  &ca.  depend  on  our  promoting  the  Importation  of  Grain  to 
Madrass,  as  much  as  lays  in  our  power.
